Resolution  recognizing  the  Grand  Re-Opening  of  tlie  Noe  Valley/Sally  Brunn  Branch 
Library  and  commending  the  San  Francisco  Public  Library  and  its  team  for  their  hard 
woric  and  commitment  to  San  Francisco  and  its  residents. 

WHEREAS,  The  Branch  Library  Improvement  Program  (BLIP),  funded  by  the  bond 
measure  passed  in  November  2000  by  the  voters  of  San  Francisco,  calls  for  seventeen 
branches  to  be  renovated,  four  leased  facilities  to  be  replaced  with  City-owned  buildings,  two 
branches  to  be  replaced  with  new  buildings,  and  one  brand-new  branch  to  be  constructed  in 
Mission  Bay;  and, 

WHEREAS,  The  Noe  Valley/Sally  Brunn  Branch  Library  has  been  fully  renovated  and 
will  celebrate  its  grand  re-opening  on  Saturday,  March  8,  2008  at  1:00  pm;  and, 

WHEREAS,  This  historic  Carnegie  library  is  now  seismically  safe  and  fully  accessible 
and  has  been  transformed  into  a  state  of  the  art  library  designed  to  serve  the  neighborhood 
for  many  more  decades  to  come;  and, 

WHEREAS,  The  architects  took  great  care  to  preserve  and  restore  the  historic 
features  of  this  1916  Carnegie  landmark  while  bringing  the  facility  into  the  21st  century  in 
terms  of  seismic  safety,  energy  conservation,  accessibility  to  all  users,  and  changes  in  library 
service;  and, 

WHEREAS,  Highlights  of  the  renovation  include  a  new  elevator, 'designated  teen  area, 
improved  main  reading  and  children's  areas,  accessible  restrooms,  an  updated  books  and 
materials  collection,  new  computers,  free  WiFi  access  to  the  Internet,  new  lights,  new  and 
restored  furniture,  and  beautifully  restored  ornamental  ceiling  and  fagade;  and 
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WHEREAS,  The  library  continued  to  sen/e  the  community  during  the  branch 
renovation  with  the  help  of  Bethany  United  Methodist  Church,  which  hosted  weekly  children's 
lapsits  and  storytimes  and  by  providing  Bookmobile  service  in  front  of  St.  Philip's  School;  and 

WHEREAS,  The  renovation  has  been  a  team  effort  between  the  San  Francisco  Public 
Library  staff  and  administrators,  Department  of  Public  Works  Division  of  Project  Management 
and  Bureau  of  Construction  Management,  Carey  and  Co.  Architecture,  L.C.  General 
Engineering  and  Construction,  Library  Commissioners,  Friends  of  the  San  Francisco  Public 
Library,  and  members  of  the  Noe  Valley  community  who  raised  funds  and  helped  design  the

[Support  of  bill  designating  safety  enhancement-double  fine  zones.] 

Resolution  supporting  SB  1419,  a  bill  to  designate  safety  enhancement-double  fine 
zones  along  State  Highway  Route  1  from  Junipero  Serra  Boulevard  to  Lake  Street  and 
urging  the  California  Legislature  to  pass  the  bill. 


WHEREAS,  SB  1419,  sponsored  by  Senator  Leiand  Yee  [D-San  Francisco/Sari 
Mateo],  would  designate  safety  enhancement-double  fine  zones  along  State  jHighway  Route  1 
from  Junipero  Serra  Boulevard  to  Lake  Street  in  the  City  and  County  of  San  Francisco;  and, 

WHEREAS,  Between  2000  and  2005,  there  were  786  traffic  accident^  that  occurred 
along  the  proposed  double  fine  zone,  resulting  in  over  1 ,000  injuries  and  12  cleath^-^and, 

WHEREAS,  Unsafe  speed  is  the  primary  collision  factor  of  41  percent  of  injul^  traffic  ■ 
collisions  along  State  Highway  1 ,  nearly  twice  the  primary  collision  factor  percentage  being 
reported  for  the  City  and  County  of  San  Francisco  as  a  whole;  and, 

WHEREAS,  The  proposed  zone  has  a  number  of  the  highest  collision  intersections  in 
San  Francisco;  and, 

WHEREAS,  Pedestrian  deaths  represent  67  percent  of  total  motor  vehicle  fatalities 
along  State  Highway  Route  1  and  pedestrian  collisions  constitute  25  percent  of  the  corridor's 
severe  injuries;  and, 

WHEREAS,  Vehicular  accidents  rank  among  the  leading  causes  of  death  from  injury  in 
San  Francisco;  and, 

WHEREAS,  Speed  enforcement  has  been  shown  to  effectively  decrease  the  number  of 
fatalities  that  have  occurred  in  San  Francisco;  and, 

WHEREAS,  A  number  of  improvements  are  slated  for  the  corndor,  including  the 
installation  of  more  visible  traffic  signal  heads,  interconnected  fiber  optic  cables  to  coordinate 
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signals  for  predictable  speeds  to  avoid  red  light  running,  pedestrian  countdown  signals,  curb 
ramps  and  advanced  stop  bar  striping;  and, 

WHEREAS,  When  combined  with  the  City  and  State's  collective  traffic  engineering 
improvements  and  public  education,  speed  reduction  will  aid  in  the  collaborative  strategy  in 
improving  safety  along  this  heavily  used  corridor;  now,  therefore,  be  it 

RESOLVED,  That  the  Board  of  Supervisors  states  their  support  for  SB  1419  and  urges 
the  California  Legislature  to  pass  this  bill.

[Grant  funds  to  support  HIV  vaccine  trials.] 

Resolution  authorizing  the  San  Francisco  Department  of  Public  Health  (DPH)  to  enter 
retroactively  into  an  agreement  and  to  accept  and  expend  funds  In  the  amount  of 
$78,943,  with  the  Fred  Hutchinson  Cancer  Research  Center  (FHCRC),  the  primary 
contractor,  to  support  the  San  Francisco  HIV  Vaccine  Trials  Network  (VTN)  Scholars 
Group/Public  Health  Foundation  Enterprises  (PHFE);  for  the  period  of  June  1,  2007 
through  May  31,  2008. 

WHEREAS,  FHCRC  is  the  recipient  of  a  grant  award  from  the  National  Institutes  of 
Health,  National  Institute  of  Allergy  and  Infectious  Diseases  (NIH-NIAID)  for  the  HIVVaccine 
Trial  Network  (HVTN);  and, 

WHEREAS,  FHCRC  has  awarded  a  subcontract  to  the  DPH  -  HIV  Research  Section 
in  the  amount  of  $78,943  for  the  period  of  June  1 ,  2007  through  May  31 ,  2008  to  support  the 
VTN  Scholars  Group/PHFE;  and, 

WHEREAS,  This  subcontract  is  one  of  three  from  FHCRC  for  the  HVTN  project;  and, 

WHEREAS,  Retroactive  approval  is  required  because  DPH  did  not  receive  this 
subcontract  agreement  from  FHCRC  until  December  26,  2007;  and, 

WHEREAS,  An  ASO  amendment  is  not  required,  as  funds  support  one  existing 
position,  a  Senior  Physician  Specialist  (Job  Class  #2232)  at  .30  FTE;  and, 

WHEREAS,  As  a  condition  of  receiving  the  grant  funds,  the  FHCRC  requires  the  City  to 
enter  into  a  subaward  agreement  (the  "Agreement"),  a  copy  of  which  is  on  file  with  the  Clerk 

of  the  Board  of  Supervisors  in  File  No.    080292  ;  which  is  hereby  declared  to  be  a 

part  of  this  resolution  as  if  set  forth  fully  herein;  arndt-  ' 
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WHEREAS,  The  grant  budget  includes  a  provision  for  indirect  costs  in  the  amount  of 
$11,758;  now,  therefore,  be  it 

RESOLVED,  That  DPH  is  hereby  authorized  to  enter  retroactively  into  a  subcontract 
agreement  and  to  accept  and  expend  retroactively  $78,943  from  the  FHCRC;  and,  be  it 

FURTHER  RESOLVED,  That  DPH  is  hereby  authorized  to  accept  and  expend 
retroactively  the  grant  funds  pursuant  to  San  Francisco  Administrative  Code  section  10.170-1; 
and,  be  it 

FURTHER  RESOLVED,  That  the  Controller  is  directed  to  designate  the  position  funded 
under  this  agreement  as  a  "G"  or  grant-funded  position  which  would  terminate  when  the 
agreement  expires;  and,

WHEREAS,  The  City  and  County  of  San  Francisco  desires  to  continue  a  certain  project 
designated  the  Back  on  Track  Program  to  be  funded  in  part  from  funds  made  available  from 
the  Kaiser  Permanente  Northem  California  Community  Grants  Program  (hereafter  "Kaiser 
Permanente" );  and, 

WHEREAS,  the  grant  does  not  require  an  ASO  amendment;  therefore,  be  it

[Adopting  the  U.S.  Cool  Counties  Climate  Stabilization  Declaration] 

Resolution  adopting  \he  U.S.  Cool  Counties  Climate  Stabilization  Declaration. 

WHEREAS,  There  Is  a  consensus  among  the  world's  leading  scientists  that  global 
warming  caused  by  human  emission  of  greenhouse  gases  is  among  the  most  significant 
problems  facing  the  world  today;  and, 

WHEREAS,  Documented  impacts  of  global  wanning  include  but  are  not  limited  to 
increased  occurrences  of  extreme  weather  events  (i.e.  droughts  and  floods),  adverse  impacts 
on  plants  and  wildlife  habitats,  threats  to  global  food  and  water  supplies  —  all  of  which  have 
an  economic  impact  on  communities  and  their  local  governments;  and,  I 

WHEREAS,  Leading  scientists  have  projected  that  stabilization  of  climate  chSinge  in 
time  to  minimize  such  impacts  will  require  a  reduction  of  global  warming  emissions  to  80 
percent  below  current  levels  by  the  year  2050;  and,  , 

WHEREAS,  Currently  the  United  States  is  responsible  for  producing  approximately  25.J 
percent  of  the  world's  global  warming  pollutants;  and, 

WHEREAS,  Many  leading  U.S.  companies  that  have  adopted  greenhouse  gas 
reduction  programs  to  demonstrate  corporate  and  operational  responsibility  have  also  publicly 
expressed  preference  for  the  federal  government  to  adopt  precise  and  mandatory  emissions 
targets  and  timetables  as  a  means  by  which  to  provide  a  uniform  and  predictable  regulatory 
environment  to  encourage  and  enable  necessary  and  long-term  business  investments;  and, 

WHEREAS,  State  regional  and  local  governments  throughout  the  United  States  are 
adopting  emissions  reduction  targets  and  programs  and  that  this  effort  is  bipartisan,  coming 
from  Republican  and  Democratic  leaderships;  and. 
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WHEREAS,  The  U.S.  Conference  of  Mayors  has  endorsed  the  U.S.  Mayors  Climate 
Protection  Agreement,  which  commits  cities  to  reduction  of  global  warming  emissions  to  7 
percent  below  1990  levels  by  2012,  and  calls  for  a  federal  limit  on  emissions;  and, 

WHEREAS,  The  State  of  California  has  mandated  statewide  reduction  of  greenhouse 
gas  emissions  to  80  percent  below  1990  levels  by  2050;  and, 

WHEREAS,  More  than  100  county  leaders  signed  a  letter  written  by  Dane  County, 
Wisconsin,  that  was  sent  to  the  President  in  March  2006  calling  for  increased  energy 
investment  and  development  of  jobs  focused  on  clean  energy  technologies;  and, 

WHEREAS,  Counties  have  a  unique  role  to  play  in  reducing  greenhouse  gas 
emissions  and  preparing  for  the  impacts  of  climate  change  through  their  regional  jurisdiction 
over  policy  areas  such  as  air  quality,  land  use  planning,  transportation,  zoning,  forest 
presen/ation,  water  conservation,  and  wastewater  and  solid  waste  management;  and, 

WHEREAS,  The  economic  arguments  for  implementing  climate  solutions  are 
compelling,  from  the  near-term  economic  gains  of  energy  efficiency  to  the  long-term  climate 
stabilization  that  can  prevent  irreparable  harm  from  catastrophic  climate  change  impacts;  and, 

WHEREAS,  Many  counties  throughout  the  nation,  both  large  and  small,  are  reducing 
global  warming  pollutants  through  programs  that  provide  economic  and  quality  of  life  benefits 
such  as  reducing  energy  bills,  preserving  green  space,  implementing  better  land  use  policies, 
improving  air  quality,  promoting  waste-to-energy  programs,  expanding  transportation  and 
work  choices  to  reduce  traffic  congestion,  and  fostering  more  economic  development  and  job 
creation  through  energy  conservation  and  new  technologies;  now,  therefore,  be  it 

RESOLVED,  That  the  City  and  County  of  San  Francisco  supports  the  U.S.  Cool 
Climate  Stabilization  Declaration;  and,  be  it 
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FURTHER  RESOLVED,  That  the  City  and  County  of  San  Francisco  joins  other  Cool 
Counties  to  tal<e  immediate  steps  to  help  the  federal,  state,  and  our  local  government  to 
achieve  the  2050  climate  stabilization  goal  by  making  the  following  commitments: 

1 )  Create  an  inventory  of  our  county  government  (operational)  greenhouse  gas 
("GHG")  emissions  and  implement  policies,  programs  and  operations  to  achieve 
significant,  measurable  and  sustainable  reduction  of  those  operational  GHG  emissions  to 
help  contribute  to  the  regional  reduction  targets  as  identified  in  paragraph;  and, 

2)  Work  closely  with  local,  state,  and  federal  governments  and  other  leaders  to 
reduce  county  geographical  GHG  emissions  to  80  percent  below  current  levels  by  2050, 
by  developing  a  GHG  emission  inventory  and  regional  plan  that  establishes  short-term, 
mid-term  and  long-term  GHG  reduction  targets  with  recommended  goals  to  stop 
increasing  emissions  by  2020  and  to  achieve  a  10  percent  reduction  every  five  years 
thereafter  through  to  2050  ;and, 

3)  Urge  Congress  and  the  Administration  to  enact  a  multi-sector  national  program 
of  requirements,  market-based  limits,  and  incentives  for  reducing  GHG  emissions  to  80 
percent  below  current  levels  by  2050  and  urge  the  Administration  to  strengthen  standards 
by  enacting  legislation  such  as  a  Corporate  Average  Fuel  Economy  ("CAFE")  standard 
that  achieves  at  least  35  miles  per  gallon  (mpg)  within  10  years  for  cars  and  light  trucks.

[Issuance  and  Sale  of  Tax-Exempt  Bonds  -  Lycee  Frangais  Laperouse.] 

Resolution  approving  the  issuance  and  sale  of  tax-exempt  bonds  by  the  California 
Statewide  Communities  Development  Authority  in  an  aggregate  principal  amount  not  to 
exceed  $2,000,000  to  finance  the  acquisition,  construction,  improvement  and/or 
equipping  of  facilities  owned  by  Lycee  Frangais  Laperouse  or  an  affiliate  and  certain 
other  matters  relating  thereto. 

WHEREAS,  Lycee  Frangais  Laperouse,  a  California  nonprofit  public  benefit  corporation 
(the  "Corporation")  has  requested  that  the  California  Statewide  Communities  Development 
Authority,  a  joint  exercise  of  powers  agency  established  pursuant  to  the  laws  of  the  State  of 
California  (thej^uthority")  issue  and  sell  its  revenue  bonds  (the  "Bonds")  in  an  aggregate 
principal  amount  not  expected  to  exceed  $2,000,000,  for  the  purpose  of  making  a  loan  to  the 
Corporation  which  will  finance  the  acquisition  and  renovation  of  an  existing  facility  and  two 
adjacent  two-story  residences  located  at  1201  Ortega  Street  (between  19th  and  20th 
Avenues),  San  Francisco,  California  to  serve  as  a  school  facility  for  students  in  grades  6 
through  12,  to  be  owned  and  operated  by  the  Corporation  (the  "Project");  and, 

WHEREAS,  The  City  and  County  of  San  Francisco  (the  "City")  is  a  member  of  the 
Authority;  and, 

WHEREAS,  The  issuance  and  delivery  of  the  Bonds  shall  be  subject  to  the  approval  of 
and  execution  by  the  Authority  of  all  financing  documents  relating  thereto  to  which  the 
Authority  is  a  party  and  subject  to  the  sale  of  the  Bonds  by  the  Authority;  and, 

WHEREAS,  The  Project  is  located  wholly  within  the  City;  and,

Resolution  calling  on  the  Human  Services  Agency  (HSA)  to  remove  the  arbitrary  time 
limit  in  its  local  housing  subsidy  for  homeless  families  and  to  make  the  timeline  for 
this  subsidy  need-based. 

WHEREAS,  According  to  the  Homeless  Prenatal  Program,  there  are  at  least  2000 
homeless  families  living  in  San  Francisco;  and 

WHEREAS,  Homeless  families  include  at  least  1560  family  members,  including  760 
children  living  in  SRO  hotels;  and 

WHEREAS,  Living  in  homeless  shelters,  SRO  hotels  and  overcrowded  conditions  has 
severe  negative  impacts  on  the  health  and  well-being  of  children,  including  serious  and 
chronic  health  problems,  developmental  delays,  mental  health  problems,  academic  failures, 
behavioral  problems,  and  hunger  and  poor  nutrition;  and, 

WHEREAS,  The  City  and  County  of  San  Francisco  is  committed  to  housing  homeless 
families;  and, 

WHEREAS,  The  Board  of  Supervisors  of  the  City  and  County  of  San  Francisco  in 
2006  funded  a  local  housing  subsidy  which  would  provide  300  families  with  a  rental  subsidy 
of  $500  per  month;  and, 

WHEREAS,  The  intention  of  this  subsidy  was  to  allow  homeless  families  to  move  into 
long-term,  stable,  appropriate  and  affordable  housing;  and, 

WHEREAS,  The  rental  subsidy  program  currently  has  a  one  year  time  limit  which  can 
be  extended  to  two  years;  and, 
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WHEREAS,  This  arbitrary  time  limit  of  one  year  means  that,  if  they  cannot  raise  their 
income  $6,000  more  per  year,  families  will  face  the  possibility  of  losing  their  housing  when  the 
subsidy  is  removed;  and 

WHEREAS,  The  high  cost  of  fair  market  housing  in  San  Francisco  means  that  it  is 
difficult  for  working  families  to  stay  in  San  Francisco  without  the  subsidy  or  find  housing  that 
they  can  afford  once  the  time  limit  of  the  subsidy  has  passed;  now,  therefore,  be  it 

RESOLVED,  That  the  Board  of  Supervisors  of  the  City  and  County  of  San  Francisco 
calls  on  the  Department  of  Human  Services  (HSA)  to  remove  the  arbitrary  time  limit  in  its

WHEREAS,  on  or  about  September  29,  2004,  HSA  issued  a  letter  informing 
Community  Housing  Partnership  that  its  proposal  regarding  the  RFP  had  been  selected  and 
effective  as  of  April  28,  2006,  HSA  and  Community  Housing  Partnership  entered  into  an 
Exclusive  Negotiating  Agreement  ("ENA")  for  the  purpose  of,  among  other  things,  negotiating 
the  terms  and  conditions  under  v^hich  HSA  would  enter  into  a  long  term  ground  lease  for  the 
Property,  the  tenn  of  which  ENA  expires  on  April  28,  2008;  and, 

WHEREAS,  HSA  and  the  Mayor's  Office  of  Housing  (MOH)  have  entered  into  a 
Memorandum  of  Understanding  in  which  HSA  delegates  to  MOH  the  obligation  of  managing 
the  development  of  the  project  on  behalf  of  the  City;  and, 

WHEREAS,  Community  Housing  Partnership  and  Tenderloin  Neighborhood 
Development  Corporation  formed  a  limited  partnership  called  Arendt  House,  L.P.  that  will  act 
as  the  "Developer"  for  the  project;  and, 

WHEREAS,  The  proposed  project  (the  "Project")  will  be  built  within  the  existing  40-foot 
height  limit  for  the  Property  and  will  consist  of  1  building  manager's  unit  and  46  units  of 
affordable  rental  housing  of  which  no  less  than  40%  will  be  for  homeless  or  formerly  homeless 
seniors  age  62  and  older  with  income  no  higher  than  60%  of  the  Area  Median  Income  as 
determined  by  the  U.  S.  Department  of  Housing  and  Urban  Development  and  as  calculated  by 
MOH,  and  the  remainder  will  be  for  the  poor  and  needy  of  the  City  and  County  of  San 
Francisco  with  incomes  at  or  below  30%  of  the  Area  Median  Income;  and,

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LDDA  and  Lease  (as  an  attachment  to  the  LDDA)  filed  with  the  Cierk  of  the  Board  of

WHEREAS,  Mountain  Lal<e  is  one  of  the  last  two  remaining  natural  lal<es  in  the  City 
and  County  of  San  Francisco  and  has  been  designated  a  toxic  clean  up  site  by  the 
Department  of  Toxic  Substances  Control,  a  department  within  the  California  Environmental 
Protection  Agency;  and, 

WHEREAS,  Mountain  Lake  is  a  spring-fed  natural  lake  covering  almost  four  acres 
located  mostly  in  the  southern  portion  of  the  Presidio  and  directly  east  of  State  Highway  1  just 
before  the  MacArthur  Tunnel  leading  to  the  Golden  Gate  Bridge;  and, 

WHEREAS,  Mountain  Lake  serves  as  a  feeder  to  Lobos  Creek,  which  is  a  source  of

WHEREAS,  Since  their  inception  in  tlie  1 930's,  a  series  of  storm  drains  collecting 
runoff  from  Highway  1  discharge  directly  into  the  lake  through  piping  underneath  and  adjacent

[Resolution  endorsing  the  recommendations  of  the  Healthcare  Action  Team  regarding  the 
discharge  of  homeless  patients  in  San  Francisco.] 

Resolution  endorsing  the  i-iealthcare  Action  Team's  recommendations  for  procedures 
on  homeless  patients  hospital  discharge,  including  more  respite  beds,  a  streamlined 
discharge  process,  distribution  of  information  sheets,  utilization  of  transitional  care 
programs,  expansion  of  the  Ombudsman  office,  and  providing  written  discharge 
verification. 


WHEREAS,  There  are  several  hundred  seniors  and  persons  with  disabilities  who  are 
currently  homeless  and  living  on  the  street  or  in  shelters  in  San  Francisco;  and 

WHEREAS,  There  are  currently  60  respite  beds  available  for  homeless  people  who 
are  recovering  from  acute  illness  or  surgical  procedures;  and, 

WHEREAS,  These  respite  beds  are  accessible  only  to  patients  who  are  inpatient  at 
San  Francisco  General  Hospital;  and, 

WHEREAS,  Discharge  planners  in  hospitals  other  than  San  Francisco  General  have 
problems  accessing  services  for  their  patients  due  to  the  absence  of  a  streamlined  referral 
process;  and, 

WHEREAS,  Homeless  persons  are  often  discharged  to  shelters  or  resource  centers 
that  do  not  have  the  capacity  to  provide  the  level  of  care  these  patients  require;  and, 

WHEREAS,  Transitional  care  programs  such  as  the  Homecoming  Services  Network 
exist  that  can  help  housed  as  well  as  homeless  persons  with  transitions  out  of  the  hospital, 
including  access  to  services;  and, 

WHEREAS,  Patients  are  not  always  aware  of  their  legal  rights  including  right  to  appeal 
plan  of  care  and  discharge  plan;  and,  DOCUMENTS  DEPT 
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WHEREAS,  The  HealthCare  Action  Team  (HAT)  has  produced  an  information  sheet 
entitled  "Preparing  to  Leave  the  Hospital"  that  has  been  vetted  by  the  community  and 
approved  by  the  Hospital  Council;  this  information  sheet  is  on  file  with  the  Clerk  of  the  Board 

of  Supervisors  in  File  No.  ,  which  is  hereby  declared  to  be  a  part  of  this 

resolution  as  if  set  forth  fully  herein;  and, 

WHEREAS,  The  San  Francisco  Long  Term  Care  Ombudsman  Office  currently 
monitors  only  nursing  homes  an  skilled  nursing  facilities,  but  that  office  endorses  an 
expansion  to  include  acute  care  hospitals  as  well;  and, 

WHEREAS,  Patients  who  are  discharged  from  acute  care  hospitals  on  Fhdays  have  a 
greater  chance  of  death  or  readmission  than  patients  discharged  on  other  days  of  the  week;  a 
study  indicating  this  is  on  file  with  the  Clerk  of  the  Board  of  Supervisors  in  File  No. 

 ,  which  is  hereby  declared  to  be  a  part  of  this  resolution  as  if  set  forth  fully 

herein;  and, 

WHEREAS,  These  issues  have  been  identified  and  documented  by  the  Hospital 
Council  of  Northern  and  Central  California,  hospital  administrators,  discharge  planners,  social 
workers,  shelter  operators,  police,  advocates  for  the  homeless,  homeless  persons,  and 
others;  now,  therefore,  be  it 

RESOLVED,  That  in  the  absence  of  affordable  housing  there  should  be  more 
accessible  and  appropriate  respite  beds  in  the  shelter  system  available  for  homeless  patients; 
and,  be  it 

FURTHER  RESOLVED,  That  respite  beds  should  be  accessible  to  all  homeless 
patients  who  are  in  need  of  respite,  should  be  a  streamlined  referral  procedure  from  all 
hospitals  and  skilled  nursing  facilities;  and,  be  it 
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FURTHER  RESOLVED,  That  transitional  care  case  management  programs  like  the 
Homecoming  Services  Network  should  be  Included  in  the  discharge  planning  process  for 
patients  without  homes;  and,  be  it 

FURTHER  RESOLVED,  That  hospitals  should  include  a  resource  directory  informing 
homeless  patients  of  the  resources  available  to  them  In  the  community  and  informing  patients

WHEREAS,  the  Department  of  Public  Health's  (DPH)  Information  Systems  Department 
currently  operates  and  maintains  120  servers  which  support  the  direct  patient  care  activities  of 
the  staff  at  San  Francisco  General  Hospital  (SFGH);  and 

WHEREAS,  the  demand  for  additional  clinical  systems  exceeds  the  capacity  of  the 
current  data  center  and  software  upgrades  for  patient  care  related  functions  cannot  be 
installed  due  to  insufficient  server  capacity;  and 

WHEREAS,  DPH  can  not  expand  existing  space  due  to  lack  of  supply,  insufficient 
funding  and  the  inability  to  co-locate  servers  due  to  requirements  that  critical  care  systems  be 
on  site;  and 

WHEREAS,  the  best  solution  is  a  mobile  data  center;  and 

WHEREAS,  SFGH  is  converting  the  existing  medication  administration  system  to  a 
completely  electronic  system  that  will  provide  real  time  documentation  capabilities  and  enable 
better  clinical  decision  making  and  more  accurate  communication  between 
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providers,  nursing  and  pharmacy  staff  and  minimize  medication  errors;  and 


WHEREAS,  a  software  product  is  available  that  is  compatible  with  SFGH's  Pharmacy 
software  and  it  will  eliminate  the  need  for  the  nursing  staff  to  transcribe  provider  orders  by 
hand; and 

WHEREAS,  the  Gordon  and  Betty  Moore  Foundation  has  given  the  SFGH  Foundation

[Comprehensive  Package  to  Support  Film  Production  in  San  Francisco.] 

Resolution  directing  City  departments,  and  urging  otiier  public  entities,  to  cooperate 
with  the  Film  Commission  to  streamline  film  permitting  procedures,  to  adopt  a  single 
Use  Agreement  and  a  single  insurance  policy  for  film  productions,  and  to  create 
consistent  fee  structures. 

WHEREAS,  The  San  Francisco  Film  Commission  was  created  by  City  ordinance  in 
October  1988  to  1)  develop,  recognize,  and  promote  film  activities  in  the  City,  2)  explore  and 
promote  long-term  goals  for  film-making  as  a  major  emphasis  of  the  City's  economic  and 
cultural  base,  and  3)  encourage  the  recognition  of  film  arts  as  an  art  form  with  widespread 
economic  benefits  to  the  City;  and 

WHEREAS,  It  is  the  goal  of  the  City  and  County  of  San  Francisco  to  increase  film  and 
television  production  in  the  City;  and 

WHEREAS,  Film  production  has  the  potential  to  generate  substantial  revenue  from 
payroll  expenditures,  equipment  purchases,  hotel  room  rentals,  catering  services,  restaurant 
meals,  and  purchase  of  other  items  and  services;  and 

WHEREAS,  Production-related  expenditures  in  the  City  are  estimated  at  $  1  million  per 
television  episode,  $39  million  per  mid-range  film  production,  and  $63  million  per  large  film 
production;  and 

WHEREAS,  Film  production  generates  an  average  of  61  FTE  direct  jobs  and  184  FTE 
indirect  jobs  for  a  mid-range  feature  film,  and  an  average  of  100  direct  FTE  jobs  and  300  FTE 
indirect  jobs  for  a  large  budget  feature;  and

Resolution  urging  the  California  State  Legislature  to  keep  Candlestick  State  Recreation 
Area  in  the  City  of  San  Francisco  open  and  allocate  additional  funding  for  the  park  to 
fulfill  the  general  plan. 


WHEREAS,  Candlestick  State  Park  is  a  valuable  environnnental  and  recreational 
community  resource  serving  all  of  California  and  the  Bayview-Hunter's  Point  high-need 
community; 

WHEREAS,  Southeast  San  Francisco  has  insufficient  access  to  open  space  and 
coastal  resources,  and  Candlestick  State  Recreation  Area  offers  one  of  the  few  places  where 
San  Francisco  families  can  enjoy  the  bay's  shoreline; 

WHEREAS,  The  Candlestick  State  Recreation  Area  is  San  Francisco's  only  state  park 
and  was  California's  first  urban  state  park; 

WHEREAS,  Annually,  over  120,000  visitors  take  advantage  of  the  myriad  low-cost 
opportunities  for  recreation,  education,  fitness  and  other  outdoor  pursuits  in  Candlestick  State 
Recreation  Area; 

WHEREAS,  The  Bayview — Hunters  Point  neighborhood  has  suffered  decades  of  harm 
from  pollution,  neglect  and  poverty,  and  this  shoreline  park  offers  irreplaceable  benefits  to 
public  and  environmental  health,  community  education  and  recreation; 

WHEREAS,  Candlestick  Point  State  Recreation  Area  generates  more  than  $650,000 
annually  in  revenue  benefiting  the  entire  State  Park  System; 

WHEREAS,  The  California  State  Parks  Foundation  has  raised  over  $14  million  for  the 
ecological  restoration  of  the  largest  contiguous  wetland  habitat  in  San  Francisco,  of  adjacent 
Yosemite  Slough  located  at  the  northern  end  of  the  park; 
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WHEREAS,  Closing  Candlestick  State  Recreation  Area  could  jeopardize  the 
restoration  of  Yosemite  Slough,  thereby  depriving  future  generations  of  connecting  to-an 
important  piece  of  San  Francisco  natural  history  in  their  own  backyard,  and  eliminating  this 
critical  opportunity  to  restore  much  needed  wildlife  habitat; 

WHEREAS,  the  rare  salt  marsh  habitat  at  Candlestick  Point  is  one  of  only  two 
locations  in  San  Francisco  that  harbor  the  Sandhill  Skipper  and  Western  Pygmy  Blue 
butterflies,  the  latter  being  the  smallest  butterfly  in  North  America; 

WHEREAS,  State  parks  are  an  important  economic  engine  to  the  local  communities  in 
which  they  are  located  and  studies  have  shown  that  every  $1  invested  in  the  state  park 
system  returns  $2.35  to  the  state's  General  Fund,  largely  in  the  form  of  economic  activity  in 
local  economies;

Resolution  Supporting  University  of  California  Low-wage  Patient  Care  and  Service 
Employees  and  the  Findings  of  Failing  California's  Communities:  How  the  University  of 
California's  Low  Wages  Affect  Surrounding  Cities  and  Neighborhoods. 


WHEREAS,  The  University  of  California  (UC)  public  education  and  health  care  system 
is  one  of  the  state's  largest  employers,  and  the  University  of  California  San  Francisco  (UCSF) 
is  the  second  largest  employer  in  the  City  and  County  of  San  Francisco;  and 

WHEREAS,  UC  employs  1 1,300  UC  patient  care  employees  who  are  vocational 
nurses,  ultrasound  technologists,  pharmacy  technicians  and  other  frontline  hospital  workers 
who  assist  in  surgeries,  draw  blood,  take  vital  signs,  help  patients  with  bathing  and  eating, 
safely  transport  patients  to  and  from  medical  tests  and  surgeries,  and  UC  employs  9,000  UC 
service  workers  who  perform  a  variety  of  jobs  including  cleaning  dorms,  offices  and  hospitals, 
cooking  and  serving  food,  maintaining  buildings  and  grounds,  and  providing  parking  services; 
and 

WHEREAS,  2,300  UC  patient  care  employees  and  1,000  UC  service  employees  are 
employed  at  the  UCSF  campuses,  medical  centers,  clinics  and  administrative  offices;  and 

WHEREAS,  A  study  entitled,  "Failing  California's  Communities,"  jointly  produced  by 
the  Center  for  Labor  &  Community  Research  and  the  Partnership  for  Working  Families,  found 
that  UC  patient  care  and  service  workers  live  in  areas  that  are  most  in  need  of  greater 
economic  development  and  opportunity  because  they  are  clustered  in  cities  and 
neighborhoods  where  income  is  15%  lower  and  poverty  is  50%  higher  than  in  the  surrounding 
counties;  and 
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WHEREAS,  the  study  found  that  DC  fails  these  iow-income  communities  when 
comparable  hospitals  and  colleges  pay  on  average  25%  more  than  UC;  and 

WHEREAS,  an  economic  impact  analysis  in  the  study  found  that  if  UC  paid  the  same 
livable  w/ages  as  other  hospitals  and  colleges,  the  statewide  impact  would  include  $147 
million  more  spending  on  local  goods  and  services;  $23  million  in  additional  local  business 
earnings;  $9  million  in  increased  state  and  local  tax  revenue;  and  nearly  900  new  jobs;  and 

WHEREAS,  in  San  Francisco,  the  Inner  and  Outer  Mission  districts;  Visitation  Valley; 
and  other  low-income  neighborhoods  where  UC's  lowest  paid  workers  are  concentrated, 
would  receive  the  greatest  benefit  from  these  impacts;  and 

WHEREAS,  A  substantial  number  of  UC  patient  care  and  service  workers  earn  such 
below-market  wages  in  areas  with  such  a  high  cost  of  living  that  they  live  on  the  edge  of 
poverty,  have  to  work  two  jobs,  and  sometimes  end  up  on  public  assistance;  and 

WHEREAS,  the  UC  patient  care  and  service  workers  are  represented  by  the  American 
Federation  of  State,  County,  and  Municipal  Employees  (AFSCME)  Local  3299,  and  have  the 
opportunity  in  contract  negotiations  to  improve  their  standard  of  living  and  help  raise  their 
families  and  communities  out  of  poverty;  and 

WHEREAS,  UC  patient  care  and  service  workers  need  market-rate  wages,  a  statewide 
minimum  wage  of  $15/hour,  and  $16/hour  for  certified  or  licensed  workers,  as  well  as  an 
automatic  "step"  system  whereby  workers  are  guaranteed  a  wage  increase  for  every  year  of 
loyal  service;  and 

WHEREAS,  UC  patient  care  and  service  workers  also  need  UC  to  guarantee  an  end  to 
health  care  benefit  cost  increases  and  to  provide  a  transparent,  joint  employee-management 
board  of  trustees  for  UC  retirement  plans  similar  to  what  all  other  state  workers  have;  and 
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WHEREAS,  after  months  of  bargaining,  UC,  one  of  the  richest  public  universities  in  the 
country,  has  offered  virtually  nothing  to  address  the  severely  below-market  wages  and  the 
resulting  high  turnover  for  frontline  patient  care  and  service  workers;  and 

WHEREAS,  UC  has  a  diverse  and  varied  source  of  funding,  and  the  largest  funding 
source  for  the  UC  patient  care  and  worker  salaries  is  revenues  from  the  profitable  and 
growing  medical  centers,  while  only  8.6%  of  funding  comes  from  the  State  general  fund;  now, 
therefore,  let  it  be

The  City  Treasurer  shall 
require  the  payment  by  any  bond  owner  requesting  any  such  transfer  of  any  tax  or  other 
governmental  charge  required  to  be  paid  with  respect  to  such  transfer  or  exchange. 

No  transfer  or  exchange  of  Series  2008A  Bonds  shall  be  required  to  be  made  by  the 
City  Treasurer  during  the  period  from  the  Record  Date  (as  defined  herein)  next  preceding 
each  interest  payment  date  to  such  interest  payment  date  or  after  a  notice  of  redemption  shall 
have  been  mailed  with  respect  to  such  Series  2008A  Bond. 

Section  8.  Terms  of  the  Series  2008A  Bonds:  General  Redemption  Provisions.  The 
Series  2008A  Bonds  shall  each  be  dated  the  first  day  of  the  month  in  which  the  Series  2008A 
Bonds  are  sold  or  such  other  date  (the  "Dated  Date")  as  specified  in  the  award  to  be  made 
pursuant  to  Section  13  hereof  (the  "Bond  Award").  The  Series  2008A  Bonds  shall  bear 
interest  from  the  Dated  Date  until  the  principal  is  paid  in  full  at  rates  to  be  determined  upon 
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the  sale  of  the  Series  2008A  Bonds,  calculated  on  the  basis  of  a  360-day  year  comprised  of 
twelve  30~day  months,  payable  on  December  15,  2008,  and  semiannually  thereafter  on  June 
1 5  and  December  1 5  of  each  year  (or  such  other  dates  as  may  be  designated  in  the  Bond 
Award). 

The  principal  of  the  Series  2008A  Bonds  shall  be  payable  in  lawful  money  of  the  United 
States  of  America  to  the  owner  thereof,  upon  the  surrender  thereof  at  maturity  or  earlier 
redemption  at  the  office  of  the  City  Treasurer.  The  interest  on  the  Series  2008A  Bonds  shall 
be  payable  in  like  lawful  money  to  the  person  whose  name  appears  on  the  bond  registration 
books  of  the  City  Treasurer  as  the  owner  thereof  as  of  the  close  of  business  on  the  last  day  of 
the  month  immediately  preceding  an  interest  payment  date  (the  "Record  Date"),  whether  or 
not  such  day  is  a  Business  Day  (as  herein  defined). 

Each  Series  2008A  Bond  shall  bear  interest  from  the  interest  payment  date  next 
preceding  the  date  of  authentication  thereof  unless  it  is  authenticated  as  of  a  day  during  the 
period  from  the  Record  Date  next  preceding  any  interest  payment  date  to  the  interest 
payment  date,  inclusive,  in  which  event  it  shall  bear  interest  from  such  interest  payment  date, 
or  unless  it  is  authenticated  on  or  before  November  30,  2008  (or  such  other  date  as  may  be 
designated  in  the  Bond  Award),  in  which  event  it  shall  bear  interest  from  the  Dated  Date; 
provided,  however,  that  if,  at  the  time  of  authentication  of  any  Series  2008A  Bond,  interest  is 
in  default  on  the  Series  2008A  Bonds,  such  Series  2008A  Bond  shall  bear  interest  from  the 
interest  payment  date  to  which  interest  has  previously  been  paid  or  made  available  for 
payment  on  the  Series  2008A  Bonds  or  from  the  Dated  Date  if  the  first  interest  payment  is  not 
made.  Except  as  may  be  otherwise  provided  in  connection  with  any  book-entry  only  system 
applicable  to  the  Series  2008A  Bonds,  payment  of  the  interest  on  any  Series  2008A  Bond 
shall  be  made  by  check  mailed  on  the  interest  payment  date  to  such  owner  at  such  owner's 
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address  as  it  appears  on  the  registration  books  as  of  the  Record  Date;  provided,  however,  if 
any  interest  payment  date  occurs  on  a  day  that  banks  in  California  or  Nev/  York  are  closed  for 
business  or  the  New  York  Stock  Exchange  is  closed  for  business,  then  such  paynnent  shall  be 
made  on  the  next  succeeding  day  that  banks  in  both  California  and  New  York  are  open  for 
business  and  the  New  York  Stock  Exchange  is  open  for  business  (a  "Business  Day");  and 
provided,  further,  that  the  registered  owner  of  an  aggregate  pnncipal  amount  of  at  least 
$1 ,000,000  of  the  Series  2008A  Bonds  may  submit  a  written  request  to  the  City  Treasurer  on 
or  before  a  Record  Date  preceding  an  interest  payment  date  for  payment  of  interest  by  wire 
transfer  to  a  commercial  bank  located  within  the  United  States  of  America.  For  so  long  as  the 
Series  2008A  Bonds  are  held  in  book-entry  form  by  a  securities  depository  selected  by  the 
City  pursuant  to  Section  1 1  hereof,  payment  may  be  made  to  the  registered  owner  of  the 
Series  2008A  Bonds  designated  by  such  securities  depository  by  wire  transfer  of  immediately 
available  funds. 

The  Series  2008A  Bonds  maturing  on  or  before  June  15,  201 5  (or  such  other  date  as 
may  be  designated  in  the  final  Official  Notice  of  Sale  or  the  Bond  Award)  shall  not  be  subject 
to  optional  redemption  prior  to  maturity.  The  Series  2008A  Bonds  maturing  on  or  after  June 
15,  2016  (or  such  other  date  as  may  be  designated  in  the  final  Official  Notice  of  Sale  or  the 
Bond  Award)  are  subject  to  optional  redemption  prior  to  their  respective  stated  maturities,  at 
the  option  of  the  City,  from  any  source  of  available  funds,  as  a  whole  or  in  part  on  any  date 
(with  the  maturities  to  be  redeemed  to  be  determined  by  the  City  and  by  lot  within  a 
maturity)  on  or  after  June  15,  2015  (or  such  other  date  as  may  be  designated  in  the  final 
Official  Notice  of  Sale  or  the  Bond  Award),  at  redemption  prices  equal  to  100%  of  the  principal 
amount  redeemed,  together  with  accrued  interest  to  the  date  of  redemption,  or  such  other 
redemption  prices  as  may  be  designated  in  the  final  Official  Notice  of  Sale  or  the  Bond  Award. 
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The  Series  2008A  Bonds  shall  be  subject  to  mandatory  redennption  at  par,  by  lot,  in 
any  year  for  which  the  purchaser  thereof  has  designated  that  the  principal  amount  payable 
with  respect  to  that  year  shall  constitute  a  mandatory  sinking  fund  payment  as  permitted  by 
the  Official  Notice  of  Sale  (as  more  fully  described  in  Section  13  hereof).  Any  Series  2008A 
Bonds  subject  to  mandatory  redemption  shall  be  designated  as  such  in  the  the  final  Official 
Notice  of  Sale  or  the  Bond  Award.  The  principal  and  interest  on  the  Series  2008A  Bonds 
subject  to  mandatory  redemption  shall  be  paid  from  the  Series  2008A  Bond  Account,  pursuant 
to  Section  9  hereof.  In  lieu  of  any  such  mandatory  redemption  for  the  Series  2008A  Bonds,  at 
any  time  prior  to  the  selection  of  the  Series  2008A  Bonds  for  mandatory  redemption,  the  City 
may  apply  such  amounts  on  deposit  in  the  Series  2008A  Bond  Account  (as  defined  in  Section 
9  hereof)  to  make  such  payment  to  the  purchase  of  Series  2008A  Bonds  subject  to  such 
redemption  at  public  or  private  sale,  as  and  when  and  at  such  prices  not  in  excess  of  the 
principal  amount  thereof  (including  sales  commission  and  other  charges  but  excluding 
accrued  interest),  as  the  City  may  determine. 

Whenever  less  than  all  the  outstanding  Series  2008A  Bonds  maturing  on  any  one  date 
are  called  for  redemption  on  any  one  date,  the  City  Treasurer  will  select  the  Series  2008A 
Bonds  or  portions  thereof,  in  denominations  of  $5,000  or  any  integral  multiple  thereof,  to  be 
redeemed  from  the  outstanding  Series  2008A  Bonds  maturing  on  such  date  not  previously 
selected  for  redemption,  by  lot,  in  any  manner  which  the  City  Treasurer  deems  fair.  The  date 
on  which  the  Series  2008A  Bonds  which  are  called  for  redemption  are  to  be  presented  for 
redemption  is  herein  called  the  "Redemption  Date."  The  City  Treasurer  shall  mail,  or  cause  to 
be  mailed,  notice  of  any  redemption  of  Series  2008A  Bonds,  postage  prepaid,  to  the 
respective  registered  owners  thereof  at  the  addresses  appearing  on  the  bond  registration 
books  not  less  than  thirty  (30)  nor  more  than  sixty  (60)  days  prior  to  the  Redemption  Date. 
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The  notice  of  redemption  shall  (a)  state  the  Redemption  Date;  (b)  state  the  redemption  price; 
(c)  state  the  maturity  dates  of  the  Series  2008A  Bonds  and,  if  less  than  all  of  any  such 
maturity  is  called  for  redemption,  the  distinctive  numbers  of  the  Series  2008A  Bonds  of  such 
maturity  to  be  redeemed,  and  in  the  case  of  Series  2008A  Bonds  redeemed  in  part  only,  the 
respective  portions  of  the  principal  amount  thereof  to  be  redeemed;  (d)  state  the  CUSIP 
number,  if  any,  of  each  Series  2008A  Bond  to  be  redeemed;  (e)  require  that  such  Series 
2008A  Bonds  be  surrendered  by  the  owners  at  the  office  of  the  City  Treasurer  or  his  or  her 
agent;  and  (f)  give  notice  that  interest  on  such  Series  2008A  Bonds      cease  to  accrue  after 
the  designated  Redemption  Date.  Such  notice  of  redemption  may  be  conditional  upon  receipt 
of  funds  or  other  event  specified  in  the  notice  of  redemption. 

The  actual  receipt  by  the  owner  of  any  Series  2008A  Bond  of  notice  of  such 
redemption  shall  not  be  a  condition  precedent  to  redemption,  and  failure  to  receive  such 
notice,  or  any  defect  in  such  notice  so  mailed,  shall  not  affect  the  validity  of  the  proceedings 
for  the  redemption  of  such  Series  2008A  Bonds  or  the  cessation  of  accrual  of  interest  on  such 
Series  2008A  Bonds  on  the  Redemption  Date. 

Notice  of  such  redemption  also  shall  be  given,  or  caused  to  be  given,  by  the  City 
Treasurer,  by  (i)  registered  or  certified  mail,  postage  prepaid,  (ii)  confirmed  facsimile 
transmission  or  (iii)  overnight  delivery  service,  to  (a)  all  organizations  registered  with  the 
Securities  and  Exchange  Commission  as  securities  depositories  and  (b)  such  other  services 
or  organizations  as  may  be  required  in  accordance  with  the  Continuing  Disclosure  Certificate 
described  in  Section  18  hereof. 

The  notice  or  notices  required  for  redemption  shall  be  given  by  the  City  Treasurer,  or 
any  agent  appointed  by  the  City.  A  certificate  of  the  City  Treasurer  or  such  other  appointed

Bond  in  accordance  with  this  Resolution  shall  be  conclusive  against  all  parties. 

At  the  time  the  City  Treasurer  or  the  Controller  of  the  City  or  his  or  her  designee  (the 
"Controller")  determines  to  optionally  call  and  redeem  any  of  the  Series  2008A  Bonds,  the  City 
Treasurer  or  his  or  her  agent  shall  establish  a  redemption  account  to  be  described  or  known 
as  the  "General  Obligation  Bonds  (Branch  Library  Facilities  Improvement  Bonds,  2000)  Series 
2008A  Redemption  Account"  (the  "Series  2008A  Redemption  Account")  and  prior  to  or  on  the 
Redemption  Date  there  must  be  set  aside  in  said  Series  2008A  Redemption  Account  moneys 
available  for  the  purpose  and  sufficient  to  redeem  as  provided  in  this  Resolution,  the  Series 
2008A  Bonds  designated  in  said  notice  of  redemption,  subject  to  rescission  as  hereinafter 
provided.  Said  moneys  must  be  set  aside  in  the  Series  2008A  Redemption  Account  solely  for 
the  purpose  of,  and  shall  be  applied  on  or  after  the  Redemption  Date  to,  payment  of  the 
redemption  price  of  the  Series  2008A  Bonds  to  be  redeemed  upon  presentation  and 
surrender  of  such  Series  2008A  Bonds.  Any  interest  due  on  or  prior  to  the  Redemption  Date 
may  be  paid  from  the  Series  2008A  Bond  Account  as  provided  in  Section  9  hereof  or  from  the 
Series  2008A  Redemption  Account.  Moneys  held  from  time  to  time  in  the  Series  2008A 
Redemption  Account  shall  be  invested  by  the  City  Treasurer  pursuant  to  the  City's  policies 
and  guidelines  for  investment  of  moneys  in  the  General  Fund  of  the  City.  If,  after  all  of  the 
Series  2008A  Bonds  have  been  redeemed  and  canceled  or  paid  and  canceled,  there  are 
moneys  remaining  in  said  Series  2008A  Redemption  Account,  said  moneys  shall  be 
transferred  to  the  General  Fund  of  the  City  or  to  such  other  fund  or  account  as  required  by 
applicable  law;  provided,  however,  that  if  said  moneys  are  part  of  the  proceeds  of  refunding 
bonds,  said  moneys  shall  be  transferred  pursuant  to  the  resolution  authorizing  such  refunding 
bonds. 
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When  notice  of  optional  redemption  has  been  given,  substantially  as  provided  herein, 
and  when  the  amount  necessary  for  the  redemption  of  the  Series  2008A  Bonds  called  for 
redemption  (principal,  premium,  if  any,  and  accrued  interest  to  such  Redemption  Date)  is  set 
aside  for  that  purpose  in  said  Series  2008A  Redemption  Account,  as  provided  herein,  the 
Series  2008A  Bonds  designated  for  redemption  shall  become  due  and  payable  on  the 
Redemption  Date  therefor,  and  upon  presentation  and  surrender  of  said  Series  2008A  Bonds 
at  the  place  specified  in  the  notice  of  redemption,  such  Series  2008A  Bonds  shall  be 
redeemed  and  paid  at  said  redemption  price  out  of  said  Series  2008A  Redemption  Account. 
No  interest  v^ill  accrue  on  such  Series  2008A  Bonds  called  for  redemption  after  the 
Redemption  Date  and  the  registered  owners  of  such  Series  2008A  Bonds  shall  look  for 
payment  of  such  Series  2008A  Bonds  only  to  said  Series  2008A  Redemption  Account.  All 
Series  2008A  Bonds  redeemed  shall  be  canceled  forthwith  by  the  City  Treasurer  and  shall  not 
be  reissued. 

The  City  may  rescind  any  optional  redemption  and  notice  thereof  for  any  reason  on  any 
date  prior  to  the  Redemption  Date  by  causing  written  notice  of  the  rescission  to  be  given  to 
the  owners  of  all  Series  2008A  Bonds  so  called  for  redemption.  Any  optional  redemption  and 
notice  thereof  shall  be  rescinded  if  for  any  reason  on  the  Redemption  Date  funds  are  not  or 
will  not  be  available  in  the  Series  2008A  Redemption  Account  in  an  amount  sufficient  to  pay  in 
full  on  said  date  the  principal  of,  interest,  and  premium,  if  any,  due  on  the  Series  2008A  Bonds 
called  for  redemption.  Notice  of  rescission  of  redemption  shall  be  given  in  the  same  manner 
notice  of  redemption  was  originally  given.  The  actual  receipt  by  the  owner  of  any  Series 
2008A  Bond  of  notice  of  such  rescission  shall  not  be  a  condition  precedent  to  rescission,  and 
failure  to  receive  such  notice  or  any  defect  in  such  notice  so  mailed  shall  not  affect  the  validity 
of  the  rescission. 
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Section  9.  Series  2008A  Bond  Account.  There  is  hereby  established  with  the  City 
Treasurer  a  special  subaccount  in  the  General  Obligation  Bonds  (Branch  Library  Facilities 
Improvement  Bonds,  2000)  Bond  Account  (the  "Bond  Account")  created  pursuant  to  the 
Authorizing  Resolution,  to  be  designated  the  "General  Obligation  Bonds  (Branch  Library 
Facilities  Improvement  Bonds,  2000)  Series  2008A  Bond  Account"  (the  "Series  2008A  Bond 
Account"),  to  be  held  separate  and  apart  from  all  other  accounts  of  the  City.  All  interest 
earned  on  amounts  on  deposit  in  the  Series  2008A  Bond  Account  shall  be  retained  in  the 
Series  2008A  Bond  Account. 

On  or  prior  to  the  date  on  which  any  payment  of  principal  or  interest  on  the  Series 
2008A  Bonds  is  due,  including  any  Series  2008A  Bonds  subject  to  mandatory  redemption  on 
said  date,  the  City  Treasurer  shall  allocate  to  and  deposit  in  the  Series  2008A  Bond  Account, 
from  amounts  held  in  the  Bond  Account,  an  amount  which,  when  added  to  any  available 
moneys  contained  in  the  Series  2008A  Bond  Account,  is  sufficient  to  pay  principal  and  interest 
on  the  Series  2008A  Bonds  on  such  date. 

On  or  prior  to  the  date  on  which  any  Series  2008A  Bonds  are  to  be  redeemed  at  the 
option  of  the  City  pursuant  to  this  Resolution,  the  City  Treasurer  may  allocate  to  and  deposit 
in  the  Series  2008A  Redemption  Account,  from  amounts  held  in  the  Bond  Account  pursuant  to 
Section  8  of  the  Authorizing  Resolution,  an  amount  which,  when  added  to  any  available 
moneys  contained  in  the  Series  2008A  Redemption  Account,  is  sufficient  to  pay  principal, 
interest  and  premium,  if  any,  on  such  Series  2008A  Bonds  on  such  date.  The  City  Treasurer 
may  make  such  other  provision  for  the  payment  of  principal  and  interest  and  any  redemption 
premium  on  the  Series  2008A  Bonds  as  is  necessary  or  convenient  to  permit  the  optional 
redemption  of  the  Series  2008A  Bonds. 
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Amounts  in  the  Series  2008A  Bond  Account  nnay  be  invested  in  any  investment  of  the 
City  in  which  moneys  in  the  General  Fund  of  the  City  are  invested.  The  City  Treasurer  may 
commingle  any  of  the  moneys  held  in  the  Series  2008A  Bond  Account  with  other  City  moneys 
or  deposit  amounts  credited  to  the  Series  2008A  Bond  Account  into  a  separate  fund  or  funds 
for  investment  purposes  only;  provided,  however,  that  all  of  the  moneys  held  in  the  Series 
2008A  Bond  Account  hereunder  shall  be  accounted  for  separately  notwithstanding  any  such 
commingling  or  separate  deposit  by  the  City  Treasurer.  Any  bid  premium  or  accrued  interest 
received  upon  the  delivery  of  the  Series  2008A  Bonds  shall  be  deposited  into  the  Series 
2008A  Bond  Account. 

Section  10.  Series  2008A  Project  Account.  There  is  hereby  established  with  the  City 
Treasurer  a  special  subaccount  in  the  General  Obligation  Bonds  (Branch  Library  Facilities 
Improvement  Bonds,  2000)  Project  Account  (the  "Project  Account")  created  pursuant  to  the 
Authorizing  Resolution,  to  be  designated  the  "General  Obligation  Bonds  (Branch  Library 
Facilities  Improvement  Bonds,  2000)  Series  2008A  Project  Account"  (the  "Series  2008A 
Project  Account"),  to  be  held  separate  and  apart  from  all  other  accounts  of  the  City.  All 
interest  earned  on  amounts  on  deposit  in  the  Series  2008A  Project  Account  shall  be  retained 
in  the  Series  2008A  Project  Account.  Amounts  in  the  Series  2008A  Project  Account  shall  be 
expended  in  accordance  with  the  provisions  of  the  Authorizing  Resolution  for  the  acquisition, 
renovation  and  construction  of  the  Project  (as  defined  in  the  Authorizing  Resolution)  or 
portions  thereof. 

Amounts  in  the  Series  2008A  Project  Account  may  be  invested  in  any  investment  of  the 
City  in  which  moneys  in  the  General  Fund  of  the  City  are  invested.  The  City  Treasurer  may 
commingle  any  of  the  moneys  held  in  the  Series  2008A  Project  Account  with  other  City 
moneys  or  deposit  amounts  credited  to  the  Series  2008A  Project  Account  into  a  separate  fund 
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or  funds  for  investment  purposes  only;  provided,  however,  that  all  of  the  moneys  held  in  the 
Series  2008A  Project  Account  (including  interest  earnings)  hereunder  shall  be  accounted  for 
separately  notwithstanding  any  such  commingling  or  separate  deposit  by  the  City  Treasurer. 

The  City  Treasurer  is  hereby  authorized  to  pay  or  cause  to  be  paid  from  the  proceeds 
of  the  Series  2008A  Bonds,  on  behalf  of  the  City,  the  costs  of  Issuance  associated  with  the 
Series  2008A  Bonds.  Costs  of  issuance  of  the  Series  2008A  Bonds  shall  include,  without 
limitation,  bond  and  financial  printing  expenses,  mailing  and  publication  expenses,  rating 
agency  fees,  the  fees  and  expenses  of  paying  agents,  registrars,  financial  consultants, 
disclosure  counsel  and  co-bond  counsel  and  the  reimbursement  of  departmental  expenses  in 
connection  with  the  issuance  of  the  Series  2008A  Bonds. 

Section  1 1 .  Appointment  Of  Depositories  And  Other  Agents.  The  City  Treasurer  is 
hereby  authorized  and  directed  to  appoint  one  or  more  depositories  as  he  or  she  may  deem 
desirable  and  the  procedures  set  forth  in  Section  8  hereof  relating  to  registration  of  ownership 
of  the  Series  2008A  Bonds,  and  payments  and  redemption  notices  to  owners  of  the  Series 
2008A  Bonds  may  be  modified  to  comply  with  the  policies  and  procedures  of  such  depository. 
The  City  will  not  have  any  responsibility  or  obligation  to  any  purchaser  of  a  beneficial 
ownership  interest  in  any  Series  2008A  Bonds  or  to  any  participants  in  such  a  depository  with 
respect  to  (i)  the  accuracy  of  any  records  maintained  by  such  securities  depository  or  any 
participant  therein;  (ii)  any  notice  that  is  pennitted  or  required  to  be  given  to  the  owners  of  the 
Series  2008A  Bonds  under  this  Resolution;  (ill)  the  selection  by  such  securities  depository  or 
any  participant  therein  of  any  person  to  receive  payment  in  the  event  of  a  partial  redemption 
of  the  Series  2008A  Bonds;  (iv)  the  payment  by  such  securities  depository  or  any  participant 
therein  of  any  amount  with  respect  to  the  principal  or  redemption  premium,  if  any,  or  interest 
due  with  respect  to  the  Series  2008A  Bonds;  (v)  any  consent  given  or  other  action  taken  by 
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such  securities  depository  as  the  owner  of  the  Series  2008A  Bonds;  or  (vi)  any  other  matter. 

The  City  Treasurer  is  hereby  also  authorized  and  directed  to  appoint  one  or  more 
agents  as  he  or  she  may  deem  necessary  or  desirable.  To  the  extent  permitted  by  applicable 
law  and  under  the  supervision  of  the  City  Treasurer,  such  agents  may  serve  as  paying  agent, 
fiscal  agent,  rebate  calculation  agent  or  escrow  agent  or  registrar  for  the  Series  2008A  Bonds 
or  may  assist  the  City  Treasurer  in  performing  any  or  all  of  such  functions  and  such  other 
duties  as  the  City  Treasurer  shall  determine.  Such  agents  shall  serve  under  such  terms  and 
conditions  as  the  City  Treasurer  shall  determine.  The  City  Treasurer  may  remove  or  replace 
agents  appointed  pursuant  to  this  paragraph  at  any  time. 

Section  12.  Defeasance  Provisions.  Payment  of  all  or  any  portion  of  the  Series  2008A 
Bonds  may  be  provided  for  prior  to  such  Series  2008A  Bonds'  respective  stated  maturities  by 
irrevocably  depositing  with  the  City  Treasurer  (or  any  commercial  bank  or  trust  company 
designated  by  the  City  Treasurer  to  act  as  escrow  agent  with  respect  thereto): 

(a)  An  amount  of  cash  equal  to  the  principal  amount  of  all  of  such  Series  2008A 
Bonds  or  a  portion  thereof,  and  all  unpaid  interest  thereon  to  maturity,  except  that  in  the  case 
of  Series  2008A  Bonds  which  are  to  be  redeemed  prior  to  such  Series  2008A  Bonds' 
respective  stated  maturities  and  in  respect  of  which  notice  of  such  redemption  shall  have 
been  given  as  provided  in  Section  8  hereof  or  an  irrevocable  election  to  give  such  notice  shall 
have  been  made  by  the  City,  the  amount  to  be  deposited  shall  be  the  principal  amount 
thereof,  all  unpaid  interest  thereon  to  the  Redemption  Date,  and  premium,  if  any,  due  on  such 
Redemption  Date;  or 

(b)  Defeasance  Securities  (as  herein  defined)  not  subject  to  call,  except  as  provided 
below  in  the  definition  thereof,  maturing  and  paying  interest  at  such  times  and  in  such 
amounts,  together  with  interest  earnings  and  cash,  if  required,  as  will,  without  reinvestment, 
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as  certified  by  an  independent  certified  public  accountant,  be  fully  sufficient  to  pay  the 
principal  and  all  unpaid  interest  to  maturity,  or  to  the  Redemption  Date,  as  the  case  may  be, 
and  premium,  if  any,  due  on  the  Series  2008A  Bonds  to  be  paid  or  redeemed,  as  such 
principal  and  interest  come  due;  provided,  that,  in  the  case  of  the  Series  2008A  Bonds  which 
are  to  be  redeemed  prior  to  maturity,  notice  of  such  redemption  shall  be  given  as  provided  in 
Section  8  hereof  or  an  irrevocable  election  to  give  such  notice  shall  have  been  made  by  the 
City;  then,  all  obligations  of  the  City  with  respect  to  said  outstanding  Series  2008A  Bonds  shall 
cease  and  terminate,  except  only  the  obligation  of  the  City  to  pay  or  cause  to  be  paid  from  the 
funds  deposited  pursuant  to  paragraphs  (a)  or  (b)  of  this  Section  12,  to  the  owners  of  said 
Series  2008A  Bonds  all  sums  due  with  respect  thereto  and  the  obligations  of  the  City  pursuant 
to  Section  17  hereof;  provided,  that  the  City  shall  have  received  an  opinion  of  nationally 
recognized  bond  counsel,  that  provision  for  the  payment  of  said  Series  2008A  Bonds  has 
been  made  in  accordance  with  this  Section  12. 

For  purposes  of  this  Section  12,  "Defeasance  Securities"  shall  mean  any  of  the 
following  which  at  the  time  are  legal  investments  under  the  laws  of  the  State  of  California  for 
the  moneys  proposed  to  be  invested  therein: 

(1 )  United  States  Obligations  (as  herein  defined);  and 

(2)  Pre-refunded  fixed  interest  rate  municipal  obligations  meeting  the 
following  conditions:  (a)  the  municipal  obligations  are  not  subject  to  redemption  prior  to 
maturity,  or  the  trustee  has  been  given  irrevocable  instructions  concerning  their  calling  and 
redemption  and  the  issuer  has  covenanted  not  to  redeem  such  obligations  other  than  as  set 
forth  in  such  instructions;  (b)  the  municipal  obligations  are  secured  by  cash  and/or  United 
States  Obligations;  (c)  the  principal  of  and  interest  on  the  United  States  Obligations  (plus  any 
cash  in  the  escrow  fund  or  the  Series  2008A  Redemption  Account)  are  sufficient  to  meet  the 
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liabilities  of  the  municipal  obligations;  (d)  the  United  States  Obligations  sen/ing  as  security  for 
the  municipal  obligations  are  held  by  the  City  Treasurer  or,  if  appointed  by  the  City  Treasurer 
pursuant  to  Section  1 1  hereof,  an  escrow  agent  or  trustee;  (e)  the  United  States  Obligations 
are  not  available  to  satisfy  any  other  claims,  including  those  against  the  trustee  or  escrow 
agent;  and  (f)  the  municipal  obligations  are  rated,  at  the  time  of  original  deposit  to  the  escrow 
fund,  the  highest  ratings  category  by  any  two  Rating  Agencies  (as  defined  herein). 

For  purposes  of  this  Section  12,  "United  States  Obligations"  shall  mean  (i)  direct  and 
general  obligations  of  the  United  States  of  America,  or  obligations  that  are  unconditionally 
guaranteed  as  to  principal  and  interest  by  the  United  States  of  America,  including  without 
limitation,  the  interest  component  of  Resolution  Funding  Corporation  (REFCORP)  bonds 
which  have  been  stripped  by  request  to  the  Federal  Reserve  Bank  of  New  York  in  book-entry 
form  or  (ii)  any  security  issued  by  an  agency  or  instrumentality  of  the  United  States  of  America 
which  is  selected  by  the  Director  of  Public  Finance  that  results  in  the  escrow  fund  being  rated 
the  highest  ratings  category  by  any  two  Rating  Agencies  at  the  time  of  the  initial  deposit  to  the 
escrow  fund  and  upon  any  substitution  or  subsequent  deposit  to  the  escrow  fund. 

For  purposes  of  this  Section  12,  "Rating  Agencies"  shall  mean  Moody's  Investors 
Service,  Inc.,  Fitch  Ratings,  and  Standard  and  Poor's  Rating  Services,  a  division  of  The 
McGraw-Hill  Companies,  Inc.,  or  any  other  nationally-recognized  bond  rating  agency  which  is 
the  successor  to  any  of  the  foregoing  rating  agencies  or  which  is  otherwise  established  after 
the  date  hereof. 

Section  13.  Official  Notice  of  Sale.  The  form  of  proposed  Official  Notice  of  Sale 
Inviting  Bids  for  the  Series  2008A  Bonds  (the  "Official  Notice  of  Sale")  submitted  to  the  Board 
is  hereby  approved  and  adopted  as  the  Official  Notice  of  Sale  Inviting  Bids  for  the  Series 
2008A  Bonds  with  such  changes,  additions  and  modifications  as  may  be  made  in  accordance 
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with  Section  19  hereof. 

Bids  shall  be  received  on  the  date  designated  by  the  Director  of  Public  Finance 
pursuant  to  Section  4  hereof.  The  Director  of  Public  Finance  is  hereby  authorized  and  directed 
to  cause  to  be  mailed  or  otherwise  circulated  to  prospective  bidders  for  the  Series  2008A 
Bonds  copies  of  the  Official  Notice  of  Sale,  subject  to  such  corrections,  revisions  or  additions 
as  may  be  acceptable  to  the  Director  of  Public  Finance. 

The  Controller  is  hereby  authorized  to  award  the  Series  2008A  Bonds  to  the  bidder 
whose  bid  represents  the  lowest  true  interest  cost  to  the  City,  all  in  accordance  with  the 
procedures  described  in  the  Official  Notice  of  Sale.  The  Controller  shall  provide  a  copy  of  the 
Bond  Award  as  soon  as  practicable  to  the  Clerk  of  the  Board  of  Supervisors  and  the  Director 
of  Public  Finance;  provided,  however,  that  failure  to  provide  such  copies  shall  not  affect  the 
validity  of  the  Bond  Award. 

Section  14.  Publication  Of  Notice  Of  Intention  To  Sell  Bonds.  The  form  of  proposed 
Notice  of  Intention  to  Sell  Bonds  for  the  Series  2008A  Bonds  (the  "Notice  of  Intention  to  Sell 
Bonds")  submitted  to  the  Board  is  hereby  approved  and  adopted  as  the  Notice  of  Intention  to 
Sell  Bonds  for  the  Series  2008A  Bonds,  and  the  Director  of  Public  Finance  is  hereby 
authorized  and  directed  to  cause  the  Notice  of  Intention  to  Sell  Bonds,  subject  to  such 
corrections,  revisions  or  additions  as  may  be  made  in  accordance  with  Section  19  hereof,  to 
be  published  once  in  The  Bond  Buyer  or  another  financial  publication  generally  circulated 
throughout  the  State  of  California. 

Section  1 5.  Solicitation  Of  Competitive  Bids.  The  Board  hereby  authorizes  the 
solicitation  of  competitive  bids  for  the  purchase  of  the  Series  2008A  Bonds  on  the  date  and  at 
the  place  determined  in  accordance  with  the  Official  Notice  of  Sale  herein  referenced. 

Section  16.  Official  Statement.  The  form  of  proposed  Preliminary  Official  Statement 
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describing  the  Series  2008A  Bonds  (the  "Preliminary  Official  Statement")  submitted  to  the 
Board  is  hereby  approved  and  adopted  as  the  Preliminary  Official  Statement  describing  the 
Series  2008A  Bonds,  with  such  additions,  corrections  and  revisions  as  may  be  determined  to 
be  necessary  or  desirable  made  in  accordance  with  Section  19  hereof.  The  Controller  is 
hereby  authorized  to  cause  the  distribution  of  a  Preliminary  Official  Statement  deemed  final 
for  purposes  of  Rule  15c2-12  of  the  Securities  Exchange  Act  of  1934,  as  amended,  and  to 
sign  a  certificate  to  that  effect.  The  Director  of  Public  Finance  is  hereby  authorized  and 
directed  to  cause  to  be  printed  and  mailed  or  electronically  distributed  to  prospective  bidders 
for  the  Series  2008A  Bonds  copies  of  the  Preliminary  Official  Statement  in  substantially  the 
form  of  the  Preliminary  Official  Statement  approved  and  adopted  hereby,  as  completed, 
supplemented,  corrected  or  revised.  The  Controller  is  authorized  and  directed  to  approve, 
execute,  and  deliver  the  final  Official  Statement  with  respect  to  the  Series  2008A  Bonds, 
which  final  Official  Statement  shall  be  in  the  form  of  the  Preliminary  Official  Statement,  with 
such  additions,  corrections  and  revisions  as  may  be  determined  to  be  necessary  or  desirable 
made  in  accordance  with  Section  19  hereof.  The  Director  of  Public  Finance  is  hereby 
authorized  and  directed  to  cause  to  be  printed  and  mailed  or  electronically  distributed  copies 
of  the  final  Official  Statement  to  all  actual  initial  purchasers  of  the  Series  2008A  Bonds. 

Section  17.  Tax  Covenants,  (a)  General.  The  City  hereby  covenants  with  the  holders 
of  the  Series  2008A  Bonds  that,  notwithstanding  any  other  provisions  of  this  Resolution,  it 
shall  not  take  any  action,  or  fail  to  take  any  action,  if  any  such  action  or  failure  to  take  action 
would  adversely  affect  the  exclusion  from  gross  income  of  interest  on  the  Series  2008A  Bonds 
under  Section  103  of  the  Internal  Revenue  Code  of  1986  (the  "Code"),  and  the  regulations 
issued  thereunder,  as  the  same  may  be  amended  from  time  to  time,  and  any  successor 
provisions  of  law.  Reference  to  a  particular  section  of  the  Code  shall  be  deemed  to  be  a 
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reference  to  any  successor  to  any  such  section.  The  City  shall  not,  directly  or  indirectly,  use  or 
permit  the  use  of  proceeds  of  the  Series  2008A  Bonds  or  any  of  the  property  financed  or 
refinanced  with  proceeds  of  the  Series  2008A  Bonds,  or  any  portion  thereof,  by  any  person 
other  than  a  governmental  unit  (as  such  term  is  used  in  Section  141  of  the  Code),  in  such 
manner  or  to  such  extent  as  would  result  in  the  loss  of  exclusion  of  interest  on  the  Series 
2008A  Bonds  from  gross  income  for  federal  income  tax  purposes. 

(b)  Use  of  Proceeds.  The  City  shall  not  take  any  action,  or  fail  to  take  any  action,  if 
any  such  action  or  failure  to  take  action  would  cause  the  Series  2008A  Bonds  to  be  "private 
activity  bonds"  within  the  meaning  of  Section  141  of  the  Code,  and  in  furtherance  thereof, 
shall  not  make  any  use  of  the  proceeds  of  the  Series  2008A  Bonds  or  any  of  the  property 
financed  or  refinanced  with  proceeds  of  the  Series  2008A  Bonds,  or  any  portion  thereof,  or 
any  other  funds  of  the  City,  that  would  cause  the  Series  2008A  Bonds  to  be  "private  activity 
bonds"  within  the  meaning  of  Section  141  of  the  Code.  To  that  end,  so  long  as  any  Series 
2008A  Bonds  are  outstanding,  the  City,  with  respect  to  such  proceeds  and  property  and  such 
other  funds,  will  comply  with  applicable  requirements  of  the  Code  and  all  regulations  of  the 
United  States  Department  of  the  Treasury  issued  thereunder.  The  City  shall  establish 
reasonable  procedures  necessary  to  ensure  continued  compliance  with  Section  141  of  the 
Code  and  the  continued  qualification  of  the  Series  2008A  Bonds  as  "governmental  bonds." 

(c)  Arbitrage.  The  City  shall  not,  directly  or  indirectly,  use  or  permit  the  use  of  any 
proceeds  of  any  Series  2008A  Bonds,  or  of  any  property  financed  or  refinanced  thereby,  or 
other  funds  of  the  City,  or  take  or  omit  to  take  any  action,  that  would  cause  the  Series  2008A 
Bonds  to  be  "arbitrage  bonds"  within  the  meaning  of  Section  148  of  the  Code.  To  that  end, 
the  City  shall  comply  with  all  requirements  of  Section  148  of  the  Code  and  all  regulations  of 
the  United  States  Department  of  the  Treasury  issued  thereunder  to  the  extent  such 
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requirements  are,  at  the  time,  in  effect  and  applicable  to  the  Series  2008A  Bonds. 

(d)  Federal  Guarantee.  The  City  shall  not  make  any  use  of  the  proceeds  of  the 
Series  2008A  Bonds  or  any  other  funds  of  the  City,  or  take  or  omit  to  take  any  other  action, 
that  would  cause  the  Series  2008A  Bonds  to  be  "federally  guaranteed"  within  the  meaning  of 
Section  149(b)  of  the  Code. 

(e)  Compliance  with  Tax  Certificate.  In  furtherance  of  the  foregoing  tax  covenants 
of  this  Section  1 7,  the  City  covenants  that  it  will  comply  with  the  provisions  of  the  Tax 
Certificate  to  be  executed  by  the  City,  dated  the  date  of  issuance  of  the  Series  2008A  Bonds, 
as  it  may  be  amended  from  time  to  time  (herein  called  the  'Tax  Certificate").  This  covenant 
shall  survive  payment  in  full  or  defeasance  of  the  Series  2008A  Bonds. 

Section  18.  Continuing  Disclosure  Certificate.  The  form  of  Continuing  Disclosure 
Certificate  issued  by  the  City  to  permit  the  original  purchaser  of  the  Series  2008A  Bonds  to 
comply  with  Securities  and  Exchange  Commission  Rule  15c2-12  promulgated  under  the 
Securities  Exchange  Act  of  1934,  as  amended,  submitted  to  the  Board  is  hereby  approved 
and  adopted  as  the  Continuing  Disclosure  Certificate,  with  such  additions,  corrections  and 
revisions  as  may  be  determined  to  be  necessary  or  desirable  made  in  accordance  with 
Section  19  hereof.  The  Controller  is  hereby  authorized  and  directed  to  execute  the  Continuing 
Disclosure  Certificate  on  behalf  of  the  City  and  deliver  the  Continuing  Disclosure  Certificate  to 
the  original  purchaser  of  the  Series  2008A  Bonds. 

Section  19.  Modification  to  Documents.  Any  City  official  authorized  by  this  Resolution 
to  execute  any  document  is  hereby  further  authorized,  in  consultation  with  the  City  Attorney  of 
the  City  (the  "City  Attorney"),  to  approve  and  make  such  changes,  additions,  amendments  or 
modifications  to  the  document  or  documents  such  official  is  authorized  to  execute  as  may  be 
necessary  or  advisable  (provided  that  such  changes,  additions,  amendments  or  modifications 
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shall  not  authorize  an  aggregate  principal  amount  of  Series  2008A  Bonds  in  excess  of 
$31 ,065,000  or  conflict  with  the  provisions  of  Section  4  hereof).  The  approval  of  any  change, 
addition,  amendment  or  modification  to  any  of  the  aforementioned  documents  shall  be 
evidenced  conclusively  by  the  execution  and  delivery  of  the  document  in  question. 

Section  20.  Ratification.  All  actions  heretofore  taken  by  officials,  employees  and 
agents  of  the  City  with  respect  to  the  sale  and  issuance  of  the  Series  2008A  Bonds  are 
hereby  approved,  confirmed  and  ratified. 

Section  21 .  Relationship  To  Authorizing  Resolution.  In  the  event  of  any  conflict 
between  this  Resolution  and  the  Authorizing  Resolution,  the  terms  of  this  Resolution  shall 
control.  Without  limiting  the  foregoing  and  notwithstanding  the  provisions  of  the  Authorizing 
Resolution,  the  City  is  not  obligated  to  transfer  money  from  the  General  Fund  of  the  City  to  the 
Bond  Account  to  pay  for  principal  and/or  interest  on  the  Series  2008A  Bonds. 

Section  22.  Reimbursement.  The  City  hereby  declares  its  official  intent  to  reimburse 
prior  expenditures  of  the  City  incurred  prior  to  the  issuance  and  sale  of  the  Series  2008A 
Bonds  in  connection  with  the  Project  or  portions  thereof  to  be  financed  by  the  Series  2008A 
Bonds. 

Section  23.  Accountability  Reports.  The  Series  2008A  Bonds  are  subject  to  Article  V 
of  Chapter  5  of  the  City's  Administrative  Code.  Accountability  report(s)  with  respect  to  the 
Series  2008A  Bonds  shall  be  submitted  at  the  time(s)  and  in  the  manner  required  by  said 
Article  V. 

Section  24.  General  Authority.  The  Clerk  of  the  Board  of  Supervisors,  the  Mayor,  the 
City  Treasurer,  the  Director  of  Public  Finance,  the  City  Attorney  and  the  Controller  are  each 
hereby  authorized  and  directed  in  the  name  and  on  behalf  of  the  City  to  take  any  and  all  steps 
and  to  issue,  deliver  or  enter  into  any  and  all  certificates,  requisitions,  agreements,  notices, 
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consents,  and  other  documents  as  may  be  necessary  to  give  effect  to  the  provisions  of  this

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20  are  subject  to  optional  redemption  prior  to  their  respective  nnaturities,  at  the 

option  of  the  City,  from  any  source  of  available  funds,  as  a  whole  or  in  part  on  any  date 
(with  the  maturities  to  be  redeemed  to  be  determined  by  the  City  and  by  lot  within  a 

maturity),  on  and  after  June  15,  20  ,  at  redemption  prices  equal  to  100%  of  the 

principal  amount  redeemed),  together  with  accrued  interest  to  the  date  of  redemption. 

Notice  of  redemption  shall  be  given  by  mail  not  less  than  thirty  (30)  nor  more 
than  sixty  (60)  days  prior  to  the  date  fixed  for  redemption  to  the  registered  owner 
thereof,  but  neither  failure  to  receive  any  such  notice  or  any  defect  in  the  notice  so 
mailed  shall  affect  the  sufficiency  of  the  proceedings  for  redemption.  Such  notice  may 
be  conditional. 

The  City  may  rescind  any  optional  redemption  by  written  notice  to  the  owner  of 
any  Series  2008A  Bond  previously  called  for  redemption  prior  to  the  date  fixed  for 
redemption.  Any  notice  of  optional  redemption  shall  be  rescinded  if  for  any  reason 
funds  are  not  or  will  not  be,  available  on  the  date  fixed  for  redemption  or  the  payment  in 
full  of  the  Series  2008A  Bonds  then  called  for  redemption.  Notice  of  rescission  of 
redemption  shall  be  given  in  the  same  manner  notice  of  redemption  was  originally 
provided.  The  actual  receipt  by  the  owner  of  any  Series  2008A  Bond  of  notice  of  such 
rescission  shall  not  be  a  condition  precedent  to  rescission,  and  failure  to  receive  such 
notice  or  any  defect  in  such  notice  so  mailed  shall  not  affect  the  validity  of  the 
rescission. 

If  this  Series  2008A  Bond  is  called  for  redemption  and  payment  is  duly  provided 
therefore,  interest  shall  cease  to  accrue  hereon  from  and  after  the  date  fixed  for 
redemption. 

The  City  and  the  City  Treasurer  may  treat  the  registered  owner  of  the  Series 
2008A  Bonds  as  the  absolute  owner  thereof  for  all  purposes,  and  the  City  and  the  City 
Treasurer  shall  not  be  affected  by  any  notice  to  the  contrary. 

The  City  Treasurer  may  appoint  agents  to  serve  as  bond  registrar  or  paying 
agent,  as  provided  in  the  Resolutions. 

The  Board  of  Supervisors  hereby  certifies  and  declares  that  the  total  amount  of

WHEREAS,  In  November  2003,  San  Francisco  voters  adopted  the  San  Francisco 
Minimum  Wage  Ordinance,  now  codified  as  Section  12R  of  the  San  Francisco  Administrative 
Code;  and, 

WHEREAS,  The  Office  of  Labor  Standards  Enforcement  (OLSE)  is  designated  in  the 
Minimum  Wage  Ordinance  as  the  city  agency  tasked  with  implementation  and  enforcement  of 
the  law;  and, 

WHEREAS,  The  Minimum  Wage  Ordinance  provides  for  civil  enforcement  of  the  law  in 
a  court  of  competent  jurisdiction;  and, 

WHEREAS,  On  September  26,  2005  workers  filed  a  claim  against  Marriott  Corporation 
("Aubrey  et  al.  v.  Marriott  International,  Inc.  et  al."  Case  No.  CGC-05-445159)  in  San 
Francisco  Superior  Court  alleging  violations  of  the  Minimum  Wage  Ordinance;  and, 

WHEREAS,  On  May  9,  2007  the  San  Francisco  Superior  Court  accepted  judgment  of  a 
settlement  agreement  between  the  parties,  a  copy  of  which  is  on  file  with  the  Clerk  of  the 
Board  of  Supervisors  in  File  No.  080384  and  is  incorporated  herein  by  reference;  and, 

WHEREAS,  Section  V(F)  ("Charity")  of  the  settlement  agreement  provides  for  a  gift  of 
funds  to  OLSE  of  "all  Payments  that  Marriott  has  been  unable  to  make  to  members  of  the 
Settlement  Class"  despite  diligent  efforts;  and.

[Mortgage  Revenue  Bonds.] 

Resolution  declaring  the  intent  of  the  City  and  County  of  San  Francisco  (the  "City")  to 
reimburse  certain  expenditures  from  proceeds  of  future  bonded  indebtedness; 
authorizing  the  Director  of  the  IVIayor's  Office  of  Housing  (the  "Director")  to  submit  an 
application  and  related  documents  to  the  California  Debt  Limit  Allocations  Committee 
("CDLAC")  to  permit  the  issuance  of  qualified  mortgage  revenue  bonds  in  an  aggregate 
principal  amount  not  to  exceed  $38,000,000  for  Geary  Boulevard  Senior  Living  and 
Health  Center;  authorizing  and  directing  the  Director  to  direct  the  Controller's  Office  to 
hold  in  trust  an  amount  not  to  exceed  $190,000  in  accordance  v^ith  CDLAC  procedures; 
authorizing  the  Director  to  certify  to  CDLAC  that  the  City  has  on  deposit  the  required 
amount;  authorizing  the  Director  to  pay  an  amount  equal  to  such  deposit  to  the  State  of 
California  if  the  City  fails  to  issue  the  qualified  mortgage  revenue  bonds;  approving,  for 
purposes  of  the  Internal  Revenue  Code  of  1986,  as  amended,  the  issuance  and  sale  of 
mortgage  revenue  bonds  by  the  City  in  an  aggregate  principal  amount  not  to  exceed 
$38,000,000;  authorizing  and  directing  the  execution  of  any  documents  necessary  to 
implement  this  Resolution;  and  ratifying  and  approving  any  action  heretofore  taken  in 
connection  with  the  Project  (as  defined  herein)  and  the  Application  (as  defined  herein). 

WHEREAS,  The  Board  of  Supervisors  of  the  City  and  County  of  San  Francisco  (the 
"Board  of  Supervisors"),  after  careful  study  and  consideration,  has  determined  that  there  is  a 
shortage  of  safe  and  sanitary  housing  within  the  City  and  County  of  San  Francisco  (the  "City"), 
particularly  for  low  and  moderate  income  persons,  and  that  it  is  in  the  best  interest  of  the 
residents  of  the  City  and  in  furtherance  of  the  health,  safety,  and  welfare  of  the  public  for  the 
City  to  assist  in  the  financing  of  multi-family  rental  housing  units;  and, 
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WHEREAS,  Acting  under  and  pursuant  to  the  powers  reserved  to  the  City  under 
Sections  3,  5,  and  7  of  Article  XI  of  the  Constitution  of  the  State  of  California  and  Sections 
1.101  and  9.107  of  the  Charter,  the  City  has  enacted  the  City  and  County  of  San  Francisco 
Residential  Mortgage  Revenue  Bond  Law  (the  "City  Law"),  constituting  Article  I  of  Chapter  43 
of  the  San  Francisco  Administrative  Code,  in  order  to  establish  a  procedure  for  the 
authorization,  issuance  and  sale  of  residential  mortgage  revenue  bonds  by  the  City  for  the 
purpose  of  providing  funds  to  encourage  the  availability  of  adequate  housing  and  home 
finance  for  persons  and  families  of  low  or  moderate  income,  and  to  develop  viable 
communities  by  providing  decent  housing,  enhanced  living  environments,  and  increased 
economic  opportunities  for  persons  and  families  of  low  or  moderate  income;  and, 

WHEREAS,  In  addition,  pursuant  to  Division  31  of  the  Health  and  Safety  Code  of  the 
State  of  California,  and  particularly  Chapter  7  of  Part  5  thereof  (the  "State  Law"),  the  City  is 
empowered  to  issue  and  sell  bonds  for  the  purpose  of  making  mortgage  loans  or  otherwise 
providing  funds  to  finance  the  development  of  multi-family  rental  housing  including  units  for 
lower  income  households  and  very  low  income  households;  and, 

WHEREAS,  BRIDGE  Housing  Corporation,  a  California  non-profit  public  benefit 
corporation  (the  "Developer"),  desires  to  construct  a  1 50-unit  residential  rental  housing 
development  for  seniors  at  3575  Geary  Boulevard  to  be  known  as  the  Geary  Boulevard 
Senior  Living  and  Health  Center  (the  "Project");  and, 

WHEREAS,  The  Developer  has  requested  that  the  City  assist  in  the  financing  of  the 
Project  through  the  issuance  of  one  or  more  series  of  tax-exempt  mortgage  revenue  bonds 
(the  "Bonds");  and, 

WHEREAS,  The  City  expects  that  proceeds  of  the  Bonds  will  be  used  to  pay  certain 
costs  incurred  on  and  after  the  date  hereof  in  connection  with  the  Project;  and, 
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WHEREAS,  The  City  intends  to  issue  the  Bonds  in  an  amount  not  to  exceed 
$38,000,000  to  finance  the  costs  of  the  Project  and  to  loan  the  proceeds  thereof  to  the 
Developer  (the  "Loan");  and, 

WHEREAS,  The  Board  of  Supervisors  has  determined  that  the  moneys  advanced  and 
to  be  advanced  to  pay  certain  expenditures  of  the  Project  are  or  will  be  available  only  for  a 
temporary  period  and  it  is  necessary  to  reimburse  all  such  expenditures  made  on  and  after 
the  date  hereof  with  respect  to  the  Project  from  the  proceeds  of  the  Bonds;  and, 

WHEREAS,  Section  1.150-2  of  the  Treasury  Regulations  requires  the  Board  of 
Supervisors  to  declare  its  reasonable  official  intent  to  reimburse  prior  expenditures  for  the 
Project  with  proceeds  of  a  borrowing;  and, 

WHEREAS,  The  interest  on  the  Bonds  may  qualify  for  tax  exemption  under  Section  ' 
103  of  the  Internal  Revenue  Code  of  1986,  as  amended  (the  "Code"),  only  if  the  Bonds  are 
approved  in  accordance  with  Section  147(f)  of  the  Code;  and, 

WHEREAS,  The  City  now  wishes  to  approve  the  issuance  of  the  Bonds  in  order  to 
satisfy  the  public  approval  requirements  of  Section  147(f)  of  the  Code;  and, 

WHEREAS,  The  Project  is  located  wholly  within  the  City;  and, 

WHEREAS,  On  March  5,  2008,  the  City  caused  a  notice  stating  that  a  public  hearing 
with  respect  to  the  issuance  of  the  Bonds  would  be  held  by  the  Mayor's  Office  of  Housing  on 
March  20,  2008,  to  appear  in  The  San  Francisco  Chronicle,  which  is  a  newspaper  of  general 
circulation  in  the  City;  and, 

WHEREAS,  The  Mayor's  Office  of  Housing  has  held  the  public  hearing  described 
above  on  March  20,  2008  and  an  opportunity  was  provided  for  persons  to  comment  on  the 
issuance  of  the  Bonds  and  the  Project;  and, 
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WHEREAS,  This  Board  of  Supervisors  is  the  elected  legislative  body  of  the  City  and  is 
the  applicable  elected  representative  required  to  approve  the  issuance  of  the  Bonds  within  the 
nneaning  of  Section  147(f)  of  the  Code;  and, 

WHEREAS,  Section  146  of  the  Code  limits  the  amount  of  qualified  mortgage  revenue 
bonds  that  may  be  issued  in  any  calendar  year  by  entities  within  a  state  and  authorizes  the 
legislature  of  such  state  to  provide  the  method  of  allocating  authority  to  issue  qualified 
mortgage  revenue  bonds  within  such  state;  and, 

WHEREAS,  Chapter  1 1 .8  of  Division  1  of  Title  2  of  the  Govemment  Code  of  the  State 
of  California  governs  the  allocation  in  the  State  of  California  of  the  state  ceiling  established  by 
Section  146  of  the  Code  among  governmental  units  in  the  State  having  the  authority  to  issue 
qualified  mortgage  revenue  bonds;  and, 

WHEREAS,  Section  8869.85  of  the  Government  Code  requires  a  local  agency  to  file 
an  application  for  a  portion  of  the  state  ceiling  with  or  upon  the  direction  of  the  California  Debt 
Allocation  Committee  ("CDLAC")  prior  to  the  issuance  of  qualified  mortgage  revenue  bonds; 
and, 

WHEREAS,  CDLAC  procedures  require  an  applicant  for  a  portion  of  the  state  ceiling  to 
certify  to  CDLAC  that  applicant  has  on  deposit  an  amount  equal  to  one-half  of  one  percent 
(1/2%)  of  the  amount  of  allocation  requested;  now,  therefore  be  it 

RESOLVED,  by  the  Board  of  Supervisors  of  the  City  and  County  of  San  Francisco,  as 
follows: 

Section  1 .  The  Board  of  Supervisors  finds  and  determines  that  the  foregoing  recitals 
are  true  and  correct. 

Section  2.  The  Board  of  Supervisors  adopts  this  Resolution  for  purposes  of 
establishing  compliance  with  the  requirements  of  Section  1.150-2  of  the  Treasury 
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Regulations.  This  Resolution  does  not  bind  the  Board  of  Supervisors  to  approve  the  Loan  or 
to  make  any  expenditure,  incur  any  indebtedness  or  proceed  with  the  Project. 

Section  3.  The  Board  of  Supervisors  hereby  declares  its  official  intent  under  Treasury 
Regulations  Section  1 .150-2  and  declares  its  intent  to  use  proceeds  of  indebtedness  to 
reimburse  all  future  expenditures  incurred  in  connection  with  the  Project.  The  Board  of 
Supervisors  hereby  further  declares  its  intent  to  use  such  proceeds  to  reimburse  the 
Developer  for  actual  expenditures  made  by  the  Developer  on  the  Project. 

Section  4.  On  the  date  of  the  expenditure  to  be  reimbursed,  all  reimbursable  costs  of 
the  Project  will  be  of  a  type  properly  chargeable  to  a  capital  account  under  general  federal 
income  tax  principles. 

Section  5.  The  maximum  principal  amount  of  debt  expected  to  be  issued  for  the- 
Project  is  $38,000,000. 

Section  6.  This  Board  of  Supervisors,  as  the  applicable  elected  representative  of  the 
governmental  unit  having  jurisdiction  over  the  area  in  which  the  Project  is  located,  hereby 
approves  the  issuance  of  the  Bonds  for  purposes  of  Section  147(f)  of  the  Code. 

Section  7.  This  approval  of  the  issuance  of  the  Bonds  by  the  City  is  neither  an 
approval  of  the  underlying  credit  issues  of  the  proposed  Project  nor  an  approval  of  the 
financial  structure  of  the  Bonds. 

Section  8.  The  Board  of  Supervisors  hereby  authorizes  the  Director  of  the  Mayor's 
Office  of  Housing  (the  "Director"),  on  behalf  of  the  City,  to  submit  an  application  (the 
"Application"),  and  such  other  documents  as  may  be  required,  to  CDLAC  pursuant  to 
Government  Code  Section  8869.85  for  an  allocation  of  a  portion  of  the  state  ceiling  for  private 
activity  bonds  in  a  principal  amount  not  to  exceed  $38,000,000  for  qualified  mortgage  revenue 
bonds. 
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Section  9.  An  amount  equal  to  $190,000  ("Deposit")  is  hereby  authorized  to  be  held  on 
deposit  in  connection  with  the  Application  and  the  applicable  CDLAC  procedures,  and  the 
Director  is  authorized  to  certify  to  CDLAC  that  such  funds  are  available;  which  Deposit  shall 
consist  of  a  restriction  on  cash  in  the  Hotel  Tax  Fund  established  pursuant  to  Section  515.01 
of  Article  7  of  the  San  Francisco  Business  and  Tax  Regulations  Code  (the  "Hotel  Tax  Fund"). 

Section  10.  If  the  City  receives  a  CDLAC  allocation  and  the  applicable  issuance 
requirements  are  not  met,  the  Mayor's  Office  of  Housing  is  hereby  authorized  to  cause  an 
amount  equal  to  the  Deposit  to  be  paid  to  the  State  of  California  from  the  Hotel  Tax  Fund,  if 
required. 

Section  1 1 .  The  officers  and  employees  of  the  City  and  the  Director  are  hereby 
authorized  and  directed,  jointly  and  severally,  to  do  any  and  all  things  necessary  or  advisable 
to  consummate  the  receipt  of  an  allocation  from  CDLAC  and  otherwise  effectuate  the 
purposes  of  this  Resolution,  and  all  actions  previously  taken  by  such  officers  and  employees 
with  respect  to  the  Project,  including  but  not  limited  to  the  submission  of  the  application  to 
CDLAC,  are  hereby  ratified  and  approved. 

Section  12.  This  Resolution  shall  take  effect  from  and  after  its  adoption  by  the  Board 
and  approval  by  the  Mayor.

WHEREAS,  On  December  19*^  2007,  Congress  passed  the  Energy  Independence 
and  Security  Act  (H.R.  6)  intended  to  increase  fuel  economy  standards. 

WHEREAS,  the  Energy  Independence  and  Security  Act  is  in  accordance  with  the 
Presidio  Trust's  goal  to  "operate  the  park  efficiently  and  use  resources  wisely"  and 
"Environmental  Sustainability"  is  a  guiding  principle  of  the  Presidio  Trust  (PT). 

WHEREAS,  protecting  the  water  quality  of  San  Francisco  Bay  and  the  Pacific  Ocean  is 
essential  to  the  efficient  use  of  resources  and  environmental  sustainability 

WHEREAS,  storm  water  runoff  pollution  is  a  leading  cause  of  water  quality 
degradation 

WHEREAS,  On-site  treatment  of  storm  water  reduces  or  eliminates  greenhouse  gas 
emissions  resulting  from  pumping  storm  water  to  another  site;  and 

WHEREAS,  Section  438  of  the  Energy  Independence  and  Security  Act  specifically 
outlines  storm  water  runoff  requirements  for  federal  development  projects. 

WHEREAS,  Section  438  mandates  that  the  sponsor  of  any  development  or 
redevelopment  project  involving  a  Federal  facility  with  a  footprint  that  exceeds  5,000  square 
feet  shall  use  site  planning,  design,  construction,  and  maintenance  strategies  for  the  property 
to  maintain  or  restore,  to  the  maximum  extent  technically  feasible,  the  predevelopment 
hydrology  of  the  property  with  regard  to  temperature,  rate,  volume  and  duration  of  flow. 

RESOLVED,  That  the  San  Francisco  Board  of  Supervisors  urges  the  Presidio  Trust 
Supervisor  Alioto-Pier,  Ammiano,  Dufty, Miitowni «  rMZD-r 
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and  the  National  Park  Service  to  develop  and  implement  a  storm  water  management  plan  tor

WHEREAS,  The  People's  Republic  of  China,  as  a  United  Nations  Member  State 
since  October  25, 1971,  is  pledged  to  uphold  the  Universal  Declaration  of  Human  Rights  and 
therein  to  achieve  the  promotion  of  universal  respect  for  and  observance  of  human  rights  and 
fundamental  freedoms;  and,

WHEREAS,  The  Olympic  Charter  sets  forth  the  conditions  for  the  celebration  of  the 
Olympic  Games  and  codifies  the  fundamental  principles  of  Olympism,  the  goal  of  which  is  to

WHEREAS,  The  support  of  the  international  community  for  China's  bid 
to  host  the  2008  Olympics  and  the  granting  of  that  bid  was  based  on  the  pledge  made  by 
President  of  the  Beijing  Olympic  Organizing  Committee  (BOCOG)  Liu  Qi  stating:  "To  make 
the  national  capital  peaceful  and  orderly,  people  must  have  a  means  of  voicing  their  opinions, 
and  the  mechanism  for  solving  social  problems  at  the  grassroots  level  will  be  improved";  and, 

WHEREAS,  Since  receiving  this  honor,  the  Chinese  government  escalated 
persecutions  of  many  groups.  The  groups  persecuted,  in  part,  are  journalists,  political 
dissidents,  human  rights  attorneys,  trade  unionists,  environmentalists,  and  victims  of  property 
confiscation,  Falun  Gong  practitioners,  "unofficial"  church  members  of  Christians  and 
Muslims,  Tibetan  Buddhists. 

WHEREAS,  The  Beijing  2008  Olympic  Games  has  become  a  reason  for  political 
persecutions  by  Chinese  government  such  as  that  of  Yang  Chunlin,  an  activist  from 
Heilongjiang  province,  who  was  arrested  in  July  2007  and  currently  awaits  trial  for  his 
signature  in  the  petition  by  fanners  protesting  land  seizures  called,  "We  Want  Human  Rights, 
not  the  Olympics." 

WHEREAS,  According  to  Human  Rights  Watch,  freedoms  of  the  media  are  under 
assault  in  China  ahead  of  the  2008  Beijing  Olympics.  "The  Chinese  government's  attempts  to 
intimidate  and  detain  foreign  journalists  for  simply  doing  their  jobs  shows  contempt  for 
Olympic  ideas  of  fair  play.  The  ongoing  harassment  and  detention  of  journalists  makes 
Beijing's  Olympic  pledge  on  media  freedoms  seem  more  like  a  public  relations  ploy  than  a 
sincere  policy  initiative."

WHEREAS,  In  October  2007,  Ronggyal  Adrak,  a  Tibetan  nomad  who  was  being 
prosecuted  for  publicly  calling  for  religious  freedoms  and  a  visit  to  Tibet  by  the  Dalai  Lama, 
was  found  guilty  of  subversion  and  "inciting  separatism"  and  has  been  sentenced  five  years  in 
jail;  and, 

WHEREAS,  According  to  Human  Rights  Watch,  the  increasing  use  of  subversion 
charges,  a  state  security  offense,  to  silence  dissent  is  consistent  with  official  statistics  from 
the  Ministry  of  Justice,  and  reflects  an  increase  of  almost  twenty  percent  of  state  security 
convictions  between  2006  and  2007,  for  example:  Hu  Jia,  a  leading  human  rights  activist, 
was  formally  an-ested  on  January  30,  2008.  Hu  was  taken  by  the  police  from  his  home  on 
December  27,  2007,  shortly  after  he  gave  testimony  via  webcam  to  the  European  Parliament 
in  which  he  expressed  his  desire  for  2008  to  be  "the  year  of  human  rights  in  China." 

WHEREAS,  The  United  Nations  Human  Rights  Counsel  reported  information  on  March 
1 5,  2006  regarding  allegations  received  of  organ  harvesting  inflicted  on  a  large  number  of 
unwilling  Falun  Gong  practitioners  for  the  purpose  of  making  available  organs  for  transplant 
operations.  According  to  the  report,  vital  organs  including  hearts,  kidneys,  livers  and  corneas 
were  systematically  harvested  from  Falun  Gong  practitioners  at  Sujiatan  Hospital,  Shenyang, 
Liaoning  province  and  other  locations"  and, 

WHEREAS,  The  Chinese  govemment  has  sold  millions  of  dollars  worth  of  arms  to  the 
Sudanese  government  which  have  been  used  against  civilians  in  Darfur;  and, 

WHEREAS,  The  Chinese  govemment  vetoed  a  draft  resolution  before  the  United 
Nations  Security  Council  calling  on  the  government  of  Burma  to  respect  human  rights  and 
begin  a  democratic  transition;  and, 

WHEREAS,  The  United  States  Department  of  State  Annual  Country  Reports  on 
Human  Rights  Practices  reporting  on  China  for  2001 ,  2002,  2003,  2004,  2005,  described  that 
government's  human  rights  record  as  poor.  Recently  for  2006,  the  condition  has  deteriorated

arbitrary  restrictions  on  free  movement;  and, 

WHEREAS,  U.S.  House  Representatives  Dana  Rohrabacher  (OA),  Joseph  Pitts  (PA), 
Eleana  Ros-Lehtinen  (FL),  Thaddeus  McCotter  (MA),  John  Doolittle  (CA),  Dan  Burton  (IN), 
Frank  Wolf  (VA),  and  Christopher  Smith  (NJ)  have  co-sponsored  House  Resolution  610 
(August  2007),  calling  for  a  boycott  of  the  2008  Beijing  Olympic  Games  because  of  on-going 
human  rights  violations  in  China;  and, 

WHEREAS,  Last  November  2007,  U.S.  Congressman  Adam  Schiff  and  eight  of  his 
colleagues  sent  a  letter  to  Liu  Qi,  Beijing  Olympic  Organizing  Committee  (BOCOG)  President, 
expressing  their  deep  concern  "about  the  lack  of  improvement  of  the  human  rights  situation  in 
China.  Despite  explicit  promises  made  by  Chinese  government  officials  in  2001,  the  Chinese 
government  has  not  taken  serious  steps  to  expand  basic  rights  and  freedom;"  and, 

WHEREAS,  The  Global  Human  Rights  Torch  Relay  (HRTR)  started  in  Athens,  Greek 
on  August  9,  2007  has  traveled  Europe,  Australia  and  Africa  and  will  make  its  stop  in  San 
Francisco  on  April  5,  2008.   Over  35  countries  and  more  than  100  cities  are  part  of  the  relay 
that  will  span  across  Europe,  Asia,  North  America,  Africa  and  Australia  and  continue  until 
August  2008,  but  highlights  the  message  that  the  "The  Olympics  &  Crimes  Against  Humanity 
Cannot  Co-exist  in  China;"  and,

WHEREAS,  The  United  Nations  Secretary-General  Ban  Ki-moon,  Pope  Benedict  XVI

WHEREAS,  the  City  and  County  of  San  Francisco  recognize  a  need  for  increased 
recruitment  and  testing  efforts  of  public  safety  staff  to  address  anticipated  retirements  of  the 
City's  police  and  fire  personnel;  and 


WHEREAS,  said  recruitment  and  testing  now  often  takes  place  in  hotel  or  convention 
facilities  which  are  available  only  when  market  conditions  provide  vacancies;  and 


WHEREAS,  utilizing  multiple  sites  for  recruitment  and  testing  purposes  requires 
significant  set-up,  coordination  and  planning  with  site  owners  and  operators,  and  creates

Resolution  opposing  ttie  plans  of  Sutter  Health  to  cease  operations  at  St.  Lui^e's 
Hospital,  requesting  City  Departments  to  identify  pending  applications  sought  in 
furtherance  of  such  closure  and  report  such  applications;  and  requesting  the  City 
Attorney  to  investigate  the  actions  taken  by  Sutter  Health  and  initiate  proceedings,  If 
warranted,  under  relevant  statutes. 

WHEREAS,  St.  Luke's  Hospital  ("SLH")  is  a  full-service  260-bed  licensed  acute  care 
hospital  with  more  than  1 ,400  employees  that  has  served  the  lower  Mission  and  South  of 
Market  neighborhoods  of  San  Francisco  since  1912;  and 

WHEREAS,  the  southeastern  San  Francisco  neighborhoods  served  by  SLH  have  been 
designated  by  the  federal  government  as  Medically  Underserved  Areas  since  1982;  and, 

WHEREAS,  SLH  affiliated  with  Sutter  Health  in  2001  and  became  a  component  of  the 
Sutter  Health  integrated  health  care  service  delivery  system  in  Northern  Califomia,  which 
includes  California  Pacific  Medical  Center  ("CPMC")  in  San  Francisco;  and, 

WHEREAS,  Sutter  obtained  a  formal  affiliation  agreement  between  SLH  and  CPMC  in 
2005  which  enabled  Sutter  Health  to  consolidate  ail  of  its  acute  hospital  care  operations  and 
facilities  in  San  Francisco  under  a  single  CPMC  license  (consisting  of  SLH  [3555  Cesar 
Chavez  St.];  CPMC-California  East  [3773  Sacramento  St.];  CPMC-California  West  [3700 
California  Street];  CPMC-Davies  Campus  [Castro  and  Duboce  Streets];  and  CPMC-Pacific

WHEREAS,  of  the  five  four  Sutter  acute  hospital  care  facilities  operating  in  San 
Francisco,  only  SLH  provides  services  to  Medically  Underserved  Areas  designated  by  the 
federal  government;  and, 
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WHEREAS,  during  2006-2007,  the  patients  receiving  acute  hospital  care  services  from 
SLH  were  39.56%  Hispanic  and  17.82%  African  American,  while  those  receiving  inpatient 
hospital  services  from  the  other  few  three  acute  care  facilities  operating  under  the  CPMC 
license  in  San  Francisco  were  less  than  1%  Hispanic  and  only  6.41%  African  American;  and, 

WHEREAS,  during  the  period  of  January,  2005  through  June,  2005,  the  five  acute 
hospital  care  facilities  operating  in  San  Francisco  under  the  CPMC  license  had  a  total  of 
32,259  emergency  room  visits,  40.45%  (13,049)  of  which  were  visits  to  the  SLH  emergency 
room;  and  of  the  total  visits  to  the  SLH  emergency  room,  28.01%  were  Hispanic  and  26.16% 
African  American  while  the  total  emergency  room  visits  to  the  other  four  CPMC  acute  care 
facilities  during  this  same  period  were  less  than  one-tenth  of  one  percent  and  only  8.2% 
African  American;  and  , 

WHEREAS,  the  Board  of  Supervisors  found,  in  Resolution  No.  328-04,  file  no.  040607 
adopted  May  18,  2004  which  is  incorporated  by  this  reference,  that  notwithstanding  the  "non- 
profit" status  of  its  hospitals  and  self-promotion  as  a  charitable  enterprise,  the  business 
practices  of  Sutter  Health/CPMC  in  San  Francisco  discriminate  against  and  severely 
disadvantage  uninsured  and  low-income  people  and  medically  underserved  communities, 
finding,  among  other  things,  that: 

(1 )  CPMC  and  other  Sutter  hospitals  "have  practiced  aggressive  debt  collection 
tactics  against  uninsured  patients  who  are  unable  to  pay  their  bills,  routinely 
sending  uninsured  patients' bills  to  collection  agencies  that  sue  uninsured 
patients  and  seize  funds  from  patients  bank  accounts,  among  other  actions;"

WHEREAS,  the  public  record  of  Sutter  business  practices  and  actions  related  to  its 
acute  care  operations  in  San  Francisco  and  recent  events  and  admissions  of  Sutter  officials 
specifically  concerning  the  future  of  acute  care  operations  at  St.  Luke's  Hospital  have 
revealed  Sutter's  implementation  of  an  aggressive  plan  to  generate  excessive  revenue  and 
capture  a  greater  share  of  profitable  health  care  service  markets  in  San  Francisco  by 
abandoning  services  provided  to  uninsured  people,  Hispanic  and  African  American  residents, 
and  medically  underserved  neighborhoods  in  San  Francisco  and  expanding  hospital 
operations  for  access  by  insured,  middle  and  upper  income,  non-Hispanic,  largely  non-African 
American  residents  of  San  Francisco  neighbors  that  already  enjoy  a  significant  surplus  of 
readily  available  and  accessible  medical  and  hospital  services;  and 

WHEREAS,  Key  elements  of  Sutter's  plan  include:  (1)  construction  of  a  new  Cathedral 
Hill  acute  care  facility  on  Van  Ness  Avenue  to  be  operated  under  CPMC  license;  (2) 
deliberate,  staged  dismantling  of  SLH  hospital  operations  through  transfers  of  selected 
services  over  time  to  other  CPMC  facilities;  (3)  complete  and  final  termination  of  SLH  acute 
care  services  by  default  in  2013  when  closure  of  the  hospital  will  be  required  by  law  due  to 
Sutter's  failure  to  retrofit  or  rebuild  the  facility  to  meet  seismic  safety  standards;  and  (4) 
relocation  of  SLH  remaining  services  to  other  CPMC  facilities,  including  the  new  Cathedral 
Hill  facility;  and, 
/// 

WHEREAS,  the  Office  of  the  Legislative  Analyst  for  the  City  and  County  of  San 
Francisco  concluded  in  a  report  issued  in  August  2006,  that  the  Sutter  business  plan  actions 
described  above  "would  remove  a  critical  health  care  component  from  southeast  San 
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Francisco,  which  the  federal  government  designated  as  a  Medically  Underserved  Area. " 
(Legislative  Analyst  Report,  GAO  Item  #2:  SB  1953  -  Hospital  Seismic  Retrofits  and  St. 
Luke's  Hospital  [OLA  No.  032-06],  August  9,  2006,  p.  1-2.)  The  LAO  recommended  in  its 
August  2006  report  that  the  Board  of  Supervisors  take  certain  necessary  and  appropriate 
actions  to  delay  implementation  of  Sutter's  plans  to  relocate  and  abandon  acute  care 
operations  in  southeastern  San  Francisco  "until  an  adequate  plan  is  put  in  place  to  sen/e  this 
medically-undersen/ed  community."  (Id.  at  p.  9);  and, 

WHEREAS,  the  voters  of  the  City  and  County  of  San  Francisco  have  adopted 
amendments  to  the  Charter  creating  the  Health  Commission  and  authorizing  other  actions  to 
protect  the  health  of  the  people  of  this  City,  and  have  found  and  declared  that  "elimination  or 
curtailment  of  health  services  by  private  hospitals  and  clinics  in  this  community  may  have  a 
detrimental  effect  on  the  health  and  well-being  of  this  community,"  establishing  grounds  for 
adoption  on  November  8,  1988  of  the  Community  Health  Care  Planning  Ordinance,  in  which 
APPENDIX  17:  Health  Care  Community  Service,  Sec.  II,  provides  in  pertinent  part: 

"Prior  to  closing  a  hospital  inpatient  or  outpatient  facility,  eliminating  or  reducing  the 
level  of  services  provided,  or  prior  to  the  leasing,  selling  or  transfer  of  management, 
the  hospital  shall  provide  public  notice,  including  notice  posted  at  the  entrance  to  the 
facility  or  facilities  affected  and  mailed  to  the  San  Francisco  Health  Commission,  of 
their  intention.  Such  notice  shall  be  posted  and  mailed  not  less  than  90  days  prior  to 
the  intended  date  of  the  action.  The  notice  shall  contain  a  detailed  list  of  the  proposed 
reductions  or  changes  and  the  number  of  patients  and  employees  affected  by  facility 
and  sen/ice.  The  commission  shall  make  findings  based  on  evidence  and  testimony 
from  public  hearings  that  the  proposed  action  will  or  will  not  have  a  detrimental  impact 
on  the  health  care  service  of  the  community.  The  commission  shall  further  explore  in

WHEREAS,  There  is  a  shortage  in  the  City  and  County  of  San  Francisco  (the  "City")  of 
decent,  safe  and  sanitary  housing,  particularly  of  housing  afforded  by  persons  In  the  lower 
end  of  the  purchasing  spectrum,  and  a  consequent  need  to  facilitate  the  financing  of  home 
purchases  by  such  persons  and  othenwise  to  increase  the  supply  of  housing  in  the  City  for 
such  persons;  and 

WHEREAS,  The  City  has,  by  Ordinance  245-81,  adopted  by  the  Board  of  Supervisors 
on  May  11,1 981 ,  declared  its  intent  to  engage  in  a  home  finance  program  pursuant  to  Part  5 
of  Division  31  of  the  Health  and  Safety  Code  of  the  State  of  California,  and  to  issue  bonds 
pursuant  to  said  Division  in  furtherance  of  the  home  finance  program;  and 

WHEREAS,  The  Congress  of  the  United  States  by  the  Tax  Reform  Act  of  1984 
provided  for  the  issuance  of  Mortgage  Credit  Certificates  ("Certificates")  by  local  government 
agencies  to  assist  low  and  moderate  income  first  time  homebuyers;  and 

WHEREAS,  Section  146  of  the  Intemal  Revenue  Code  of  1986  (the  "Code")  limits  the 
amount  of  Certificates  that  may  be  issued  in  any  calendar  year  by  entities  within  a  state  and 
authorizes  the  legislature  of  such  state  to  provide  the  method  of  allocating  authority  to  issue 
Certificates  within  such  state;  and

WHEREAS,  CDLAC  procedures  require  an  applicant  for  an  Allocation  of  Certificates  to 
certify  to  CDLAC  that  the  applicant  has  on  deposit  an  amount  equal  to  0.5%  (one-half  of  one 
percent)  of  the  Allocation  request  not  to  exceed  one  hundred  thousand  dollars  ($100,000);

WHEREAS,  DPH  -  HIV  Epidemiology  Section  received  a  grant  award  from  the  CDC  to 
monitor  HIV  prevalence,  incidence,  related  risk  behavior  and  utilization  of  prevention  service 
among  men  who  have  sex  with  men  (MSM),  injection  drug  users  (IDU)  and  heterosexuals 
living  in  high-risk  areas  through  the  "National  HIV  Behavioral  Surveillance"  project;  and,

297)  requires  that,  in  order  to  be  eligible  to  register,  both  partners  either  be  of  the  same  sex 
and  of  the  age  of  consent,  or  of  the  opposite  sex  and  at  least  one  partner  be  62  or  older;  and 

WHEREAS,  by  creating  laws  that  exclude  opposite-sex  couples  under  the  age  of  62 
from  forming  domestic  partnerships  but  allow  same-sex  couples  to  do  so,  the  State 
segregates  and  discriminates  based  on  sexual  orientation  and  age;  and, 

WHEREAS,  an  increasing  number  of  opposite-sex  couples  of  all  ages  choose 
domestic  partnership  over  marriage  for  economic,  ideological,  psychological,  religious,  and 
personal  reasons;  and, 

WHEREAS,  a  large  percentage  of  children  are  born  to  opposite-sex  unmarried  but

[Urging  safe  approach  to  controlling  Light  Brown  Apple  Moth] 


Resolution  urging  the  State  of  California  to  make  maximum  use  of  safe  and  tested 
ground-based  approaches  to  control  the  Light  Brown  Apple  Moth;  complete  an 
environmental  impact  report  prior  to  the  inception  of  any  aerial  spray  program;  and 
ensure  that  the  California  EPA  Office  of  Environmental  Health  Hazard  Assessment 
conducts  an  independent  human  health  risk  assessment  of  any  LBAM  aerial  spray 
program  prior  to  Its  inception. 


WHEREAS,  the  Light  Brown  Apple  Moth  (LBAM)  is  an  exotic  plant  pest  native  to  the 
Country  of  Australia  that  feeds  on  hundreds  of  California  plants  and  agricultural  crops;  and 
WHEREAS,  the  Light  Brown  Apple  Moth  was  recently  discovered  in  the  United  States; 

and 

WHEREAS,  the  LBAM  has  potential  to  cause  significant  economic  and  environmental 
damage  in  California  and  the  Nation;  and 

WHEREAS,  the  LBAM  is  an  invasive  species  with  a  substantial  presence  in  California; 
and  in  San  Francisco  County;  and 

WHEREAS,  CDFA  has  established  a  quarantine  of  areas  in  California  with  LBAM 
infestation;  and 

WHEREAS,  LBAM  and  similar  pests,  if  not  controlled,  could  require  the  extension  of 
quarantines;  and 

WHEREAS,  the  LBAM  quarantine  affects  the  viability  of  farms  and  livelihood  of  fanners 
including  organic  farms  and  farmers;  and 

WHEREAS,  San  Franciscans  depend  on  the  State's  food  crops  as  a  source  of 
nutritious  food,  particularly  fresh  fruits  and  vegetables;  and 
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WHEREAS,  the  spread  of  LBAM  into  California  may  result  in  the  increased  application 
Df  hazardous  synthetic  pesticides  to  control  this  pest  on  economically  valuable  plants  and 
Drops;  and 

WHEREAS  the  increased  application  of  hazardous  synthetic  pesticides  to  control 
^BAM  would  increase  pesticide  exposure  hazards  to  pesticide  applicators,  farm  workers,  rural 
communities,  and  food  consumers;  and 

WHEREAS,  the  policy  of  the  City  and  County  of  San  Francisco  requires  the  City  to  use 
and  support  Integrated  Pest  Management  (IPM)  approaches  to  control  pests  in  San 
-rancisco;  and 

WHEREAS,  IPM  utilizes  comprehensive  information  on  the  life  cycles  of  pests  and  their 
nteraction  with  the  environment  to  take  the  most  environmentally  sensitive  and  responsive 
approach  to  pest  management;  and 

WHEREAS,  integrated  pest  management  (IPM)  includes  mating  disruption 
:echnologies  such  as  pheromones  which,  by  themselves,  are  not  believed  to  pose  a  threat  to 
environmental  or  human  health;  and 

WHEREAS,  on  February  15^'.  2008,  CDFA  released  a  "2008-2009  LBAM  Action  Plan" 
:o  control  the  spread  of  LBAM  that  relies  on  aerial  dissemination  of  a  synthetic  version  of  a 
laturally  occurring  pheromone  to  disrupt  the  LBAM  mating  cycle  along  with  ground-level 
Drograms  including  pheromone  "twist  ties"  and  the  Trichogramma  parasitic  wasp;  and 

WHEREAS,  the  California  Department  of  Food  and  Agriculture  (CDFA)  anticipates 
beginning  an  LBAM  aerial  spraying  of  pheromones  in  San  Francisco  and  surrounding  areas  in 
summer  of  2008  as  part  of  its  action  plan;  and 

WHEREAS,  any  decision  to  use  a  pesticide,  particularly  in  urban  populations,  should 
be  based  on  a  careful,  comprehensive,  and  transparent  evaluation  of  all  costs,  benefits  and 
alternatives;  and 
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WHEREAS,  the  Precautionary  Principle  Policy  involves  anticipatory  action  to  prevent 
harm;  a  transparent  decision  making  process;  and  the  use  of  the  best  available  science;  and 

WHEREAS,  there  exists  limited  practical  experience  and  human  health  hazard 
information  on  the  aerial  application  of  pheromone-based  products  in  urban  areas;  and 

WHEREAS,  there  is  limited  public  awareness  about  the  ecologic  and  economic 
problems  posed  by  the  LBAM  and  the  costs  and  consequences  of  alternative  courses  of 
action;  and 

WHEREAS,  public  controversy  exists  regarding  the  costs  and  benefits  of  the  aerial 
applications  of  pheromone  products  over  urban  areas;  and 

WHEREAS,  the  purpose  of  the  California  Environmental  Quality  Act  (CEQA)  is  to 
regulate  activities  of  private  individuals,  corporations,  and  public  agencies  so  that  major 
consideration  is  given  to  preventing  environmental  damage,  while  providing  a  decent  home 
and  satisfying  living  environment  for  every  Californian;  and 

WHEREAS,  the  CEQA  requires  a  lead  agency  to  prepare  and  certify  an  environmental 
impact  report  on  any  project  that  it  proposes  to  carry  out  or  approve  that  may  have  a 
significant  effect  on  the  environment  in  order  to  identify  the  significant  effects  on  the 
environment  of  a  project,  to  identify  alternatives  to  the  project,  and  to  indicate  the  manner  in 
which  those  significant  effects  can  be  mitigated  or  avoided;  and 

WHEREAS,  the  State  has  claimed  an  emergency  exemption  under  the  California 
Environmental  Quality  Act  (CEQA)  to  expedite  the  LBAM  aerial  spraying  program;  and 

WHEREAS,  a  completed  environmental  impact  report  that  includes  independent, 
impartial  scientific  review  of  comparative  health  risks  of  all  program  alternatives  would 
increase  public  confidence  and  trust  in  the  State  of  California's  efforts  to  control  LBAM;  and 

WHEREAS,  it  is  possible  for  CDFA  to  expedite  the  preparation  of  an  EIR;  and 
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WHEREAS,  it  is  {he  responsibility  of  governmental  agencies  to  demonstrate  that  their 
actions  are  necessary,  appropriate,  and  safe;  now,  therefore,  be  it 

RESOLVED  that  The  City  and  County  of  San  Francisco  supports  the  State  of  California 
goal  of  controlling  the  spread  of  the  Light  Brown  Apple  Moth  in  California;  and  be  it 

FURTHER  RESOLVED  that  the  City  and  County  of  San  Francisco  urges  the  State  of 
California  Department  of  Food  and  Agriculture  to  emphasize  the  use  of  tested,  safe  ground 
based  approaches,  including  pheromone  twist  ties  and  the  Trichogramma  parasitic  wasp,  to 
control  the  LBAM  and  limit  the  necessity  for  aerial  applications  of  pheromone  agents  in 
California;  and  be  it 

FURTHER  RESOLVED  that  the  City  and  County  of  San  Francisco  urges  the  State  of 
California  CDFA  to  expeditiously  prepare  and  certify  an  Environmental  Impact  Report  (EIR)  on 
the  2008-09  LBAM  action  plan  prior  to  the  inception  of  using  any  aerial  approach  in  an  urban 
area;  the  EIR  should,  at  a  minimum,  consider  an  alternative  program  of  control  that  limits 
aerial  application  in  urban  areas  defined  on  the  basis  of  population  density;  and  be  it 

FURTHER  RESOLVED  that  the  City  and  County  of  San  Francisco  urges  CDFA  to 
include  in  its  EIR  an  assessment  of  anticipated  damage,  including  the  likely  distribution  of 
risks,  harms  and  benefits  across  different  groups  and  individuals  based  on  implementing  a 
variety  of  control  measures  or  of  taking  no  action;  and  be  it 

FURTHER  RESOLVED  that  the  City  and  County  of  San  Francisco  urges  CDFA  to 
document  the  efficacy  of  all  proposed  LBAM  control  methods;  and  be  it 

FURTHER  RESOLVED  that  the  City  and  County  of  San  Francisco  urges  the  State  of 
California  Environmental  Protection  Agency  Office  of  Environmental  Health  Hazard 
Assessment  (OEHHA),  to  immediately  conduct  an  independent  risk  assessment  of  all  LBAM 
control  modalities  proposed  in  the  action  plan,  utilizing  oversight  by  experts  in  relevant 
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disciplines  and  considering  how  human  health  hazards  may  vary  depending  on  individual 
vulnerabilities  and  geographic  context;  and  be  it 

FURTHER  RESOLVED  that  the  City  and  County  of  San  Francisco  supports  the  following 
legislation  regarding  LBAM  in  the  California  legislature: 

•  SCR  87  (Migden)  requesting  a  moratorium  on  aerial  spraying  of  pheromones  in 
connection  with  LBAM 

•  AB2760  (Leno)  requiring  the  preparation  of  an  environmental  impact  report  under  the 
requirements  of  CEQA  before  CDFA  could  apply  pesticides  in  urban  areas  for  the 
eradication  of  the  light  brown  apple  moth. 

•  AB  2763  (Laird)  requiring  the  CDFA  to  conduct  invasive  pest  planning,  including  the 
preparation  of  a  list  of  invasive  species  that  might  enter  the  state  and  pesticides  that 
might  be  used  in  eradication  of  those  pests. 

•  AB2765  (Huffman),  requiring  prior  to  an  aerial  application  of  pesticide  for  a  pest 
eradication  project,  public  notification;  a  hearing  to  consider  alternatives;  a  full 
disclosure  of  all  substances  in  the  products  and  the  certification  of  the  safety  of  all 
elements  of  any  proposed  pesticide  by  an  appropriate  state  department  or  agency  that 
is  independent  of  CDFA. 

•  AB2764  (Hancock)  prohibiting  the  California  Secretary  of  Food  and  Agriculture  from 
approving  the  application  of  a  pesticide  in  an  urban  area  as  part  of  an  eradication 
project  unless  the  governor  has  proclaimed  a  state  of  emergency. 
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Resolution  urging  the  State  of  California  to  make  maximum  use  of  safe  and  tested  ground-based 
approaches  to  control  the  Light  Brown  Apple  Moth;  complete  an  environmental  impact  report  prior  to 
the  Inception  of  any  aerial  spray  program;  and  ensure  that  the  California  EPA  Office  of  Environmental 
Health  Hazard  Assessment  conducts  an  independent  human  health  risk  assessment  of  any  LBAM 
aerial  spray  program  prior  to  its  inception.

[Resolution  regarding  Aerial  Spraying  of  Pesticides] 

Resolution  opposing  aerial  spraying  over  the  City  and  County  of  San  Francisco  of 
pesticides  designed  to  eradicate  the  Light  Brown  Apple  Wloth;  urging  the  City  Attorney 
of  San  Francisco  to  pursue  legal  strategies  to  oppose  spraying  in  San  Francisco. 

WHEREAS,  the  Light  Brown  Apple  Moth  (LBAM)  is  a  pest  subject  to  Federal  and  State 
quarantine  and  eradication  orders;  and 

WHEREAS,  there  is  a  confirmed  presence  of  Light  Brown  Apple  Moths  in  San 
Francisco  County;  and 

WHEREAS,  the  California  Department  of  Food  and  Agriculture  (CDFA)  plans  to  begin 
an  LBAM  aerial  spraying  program  in  San  Francisco  County  and  surrounding  areas  in  August 
of  2008;  and 

WHEREAS,  the  CDFA  has  expanded  the  area  of  the  City  and  County  of  San  Francisco 
targeted  for  LBAM  eradication  without  spraying  to  include  Treasure  Island  by  an  addendum 
dated  March  24th  2008  a  copy  of  which  is  attached  as  Exhibit  A  and  incorporated  herein  by 
this  reference;  and 

WHEREAS,  modern  Integrated  Pest  Management  (IPM)  relies  on  least-toxic, 
environmentally  sensitive  control  methods;  and 

WHEREAS,  the  City  and  County  of  San  Francisco  is  committed  to  a  pest  management 
policy  that  favors  the  use  of  organic  or  natural  methods  and  a  thorough  and  public  process  to 
consider  the  careful  and  limited  use  of  chemicals  of  the  least  toxic  nature;  and 

WHEREAS,  least-toxic  control  options  are  available  for  LBAM,  including  physical  and 
cultural  practices  such  as  clean-up  of  plant  debris  where  moth  larvae  over  winter;  use  of 
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natural  predators,  parasites,  and  insect  diseases;  introduction  of  sterile  male  moths;  and  use 
of  pheromone  sticky  traps  are  available  to  control  the  Light  Brown  Apple  Moth  (LBAM);  and 

WHEREAS,  aerial  and  other  blanket  pesticide  applications  have  repeatedly  been 
shown  in  the  past  to  upset  natural  ecosystem  balance  in  unpredictable  and  often  catastrophic 
ways;  and 

WHEREAS,  aerial  and  other  blanket  pesticide  applications  have  repeatedly  been 
shown  in  the  past  to  cause  unintended,  unpredictable,  and  often  serious  human  health 
effects;  and 

WHEREAS,  the  State  has  claimed  an  emergency  exemption  under  the  California 
Environmental  Quality  Act  (CEQA)  in  order  to  begin  the  LBAM  aerial  spraying  program 
without  conducting  environmental  review  based  on  an  emergency  exemption;  and 

WHEREAS,  the  State  has  confirmed  that  it  will  begin  preparation  of  an  Environmental 
Impact  Report  after  the  aerial  spraying  program  has  begun;  and 

WHEREAS,  blanket  spraying  of  chemicals  is  expensive  and  inefficient;  and 

WHEREAS,  biologists  have  testified  that  aerial  pesticide  spraying  is  extremely  unlikely 
to  eradicate  LBAM  [see  testimony  of  James  Carey,  testimony  of  Daniel  Harder];  and 

WHEREAS,  biologists  have  testified  that  the  range  over  which  LBAM  has  been 
detected  in  California  indicates  that  LBAM  has  been  established  m  the  state  for  some  time; 
and 

WHEREAS,  CDFA  has  stated  that  no  physical  crop  damage  has  been  attributed  to 
LBAM;  and 

WHEREAS,  the  risk  of  economic  damage  alone  does  not  justify  the  health  and 
environmental  risks  of  aerial  pesticide  applications;  and 

WHEREAS,  the  State  has  relied  almost  entirely  on  its  own  scientists  to  address  public 
concerns  about  the  LBAM  spray  program  and  has  not  employed  independent  outside  experts 
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to  evaluate  and  support  the  program  or  and  address  issues  in  a  direct  and  impartial  manner; 
and 

WHEREAS,  the  CDFA  LBAM  spraying  program  has  used  pesticides  that  an 
independent  toxicologist's  review  has  stated  have  not  been  tested  for  long-term  human 
toxicity;  and 

WHEREAS,  the  CDFA  LBAM  spraying  program  is  relying  on  pesticides  that  contain 
ingredients  that  are  highly  toxic  to  aquatic  life;  and 

WHEREAS,  the  CDFA  LBAM  program  sprays  pesticides  in  microscopic  plastic 
capsules  that  pose  unknown  inhalation  risks;  and 

WHEREAS,  the  United  State  Department  of  Agriculture  (USDA)  maintains  that  the 
pheromone  pesticide  poses  only  "minimal  risk  to  human  health,"  but  acknowledges  that  it  is 
considered  a  "slight  to  moderate  dermal  irritant"  and  does  present  some  very  low  toxicity" 
[see  Treatment  Program  for  Light  Brown  Apple  Moth  in  Santa  Cruz  and  Northern  Monterey 
Counties,  California  (September  2007)  pages  10-121];  and 

WHEREAS,  the  USDA  states  that  its  risk  assessment  assumes  that  the  rate  of 
exposure  will  be  insignificant,  with  no  dietary  exposure  from  food  and  just  a  minimal  amount 
of  incidental  exposure  from  drinking  water  or  swimming  [see  Treatment  Program  for  Light 
Brown  Apple  Moth  in  Santa  Cruz  and  Northern  Monterey  Counties,  California  (September 
2007)  pages  10-121];  and 

WHEREAS,  aerial  spraying  disproportionately  affects  vulnerable  populations  such  as 
those  who  work  and  play  outdoors,  those  with  the  recognized  disability  multiple  chemical 
sensitivity,  and  those  in  the  homeless  population  who  have  no  option  for  protection  from  the 
spray  or  receipt  of  written  notification  of  spray  dates;  and 

WHEREAS,  LBAM  aerial  spraying  in  the  Santa  Cruz  and  Monterey  areas  resulted  in 
the  spraying  of  numerous  residents  and  pets;  and 
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WHEREAS,  hundreds  of  reports  of  health  effects  were  reported  following  the  LBAM 
aerial  spraying  in  Santa  Cruz  and  Monterey  counties;  and 

WHEREAS,  other  environmental  impacts  were  reported  following  the  LBAM  aerial 
spraying  in  the  Monterey  and  Santa  Cruz  areas;  now,  therefore,  be  it 

RESOLVED,  that  the  Board  of  Supervisors  of  the  City  and  County  of  San  Francisco 
opposes  the  CDFA  aerial  spray  program  to  eradicate  LBAM;  and  be  it 

FURTHER  RESOLVED,  that  the  Board  of  Supervisors  of  the  City  and  County  of  San 
Francisco  requests  that  CDFA  protect  the  health  and  welfare  of  the  residents  and  natural 
environment  of  San  Francisco  County  by  immediately  shifting  its  LBAM  control  methods  to 
least-toxic  Integrated  Pest  Management  methods  such  as  those  listed  above;  and  be  it 

FURTHER  RESOLVED,  that  the  Board  of  Supervisors  of  the  City  and  County  of  San 
Francisco  requests  that  CDFA  shift  its  focus  to  educating  the  USDA  regarding  the  lack  of  crop 
damage  done  by  LBAM,  the  need  to  use  least-toxic  control  methods  that  do  not  expose 
populated  areas  to  aerial  spraying,  and  the  need  to  appropriately  downgrade  the  pest 
classification  of  LBAM  to  reflect  the  lack  of  risk  it  poses;  and  be  it 

FURTHER  RESOLVED,  that  the  Board  of  Supenyisors  of  the  City  and  County  of  San 
Francisco  requests  that  the  State  conduct  a  long-term  study  of  the  health  and  environmental 
effects  resulting  from  the  aerial  spraying  project  that  has  been  conducted  to  date  in  Monterey 
and  Santa  Cruz  counties,  taking  into  account  reports  collected  by  citizens  in  the  absence  of 
an  easily  accessible  method  of  reporting  to  the  State;  and  be  it 

FURTHER  RESOLVED,  that  the  Board  of  Supervisors  of  the  City  and  County  of  San 
Francisco  supports  the  introduction  and  passage  of  state  legislation  requiring  explicit  consent 
of  affected  residents  before  any  aerial  spraying  program  can  be  implemented:  and,  be  it 

FURTHER  RESOLVED,  that  the  Board  of  Supervisors  urges  the  City  Attorney  to  take 
anv  appropriate  legal  action  to  appeal  the  determination  that  the  LBAM  aerial  spraying 
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program  is  entitled  to  an  emergency  exemption  from  CEQA  review,  and  to  halt  any  LBAM 
aerial  spravina  until  a  comprehensive  environmental  and  public  health  analysis  of  the 
prooram  is  complete,  subject  to  the  Citv  Attorney's  current  fiscal  year  budget.

Resolution  expressing  profound  regret  for  the  1858  exodus  of  liundreds  of  Blacic 
residents  of  San  Francisco  to  Victoria,  Britisli  Columbia  because  of  the  legalized 
brutality  and  injustices  that  were  visited  upon  them  based  upon  such  legislation  as  the 
1850  Civil  Practices  Act,  that  disqualified  Blacks  from  testifying  against  whites,  the 
Fugitive  Slave  Act  of  1862  and  the  proposed  Assembly  Bill  339  in  1858  that  was  "An

WHEREAS,  people  of  African  descent  were  among  the  earliest  non-native  arrivals  to 
the  Bay  Area,  including  several  mulatto  soldiers  among  Gaspar  do  Portola's  expedition  who 
entered  in  1770  and,  as  represented  by  William  Alexander  Leidesdorff,  were  among  the 
founders  and  leaders  of  the  State  of  California  and  the  City  of  San  Francisco;  and, 

WHEREAS,  by  the  mid-1 850s  residents  of  African  descent  had  established  in  San 
Francisco  a  vibrant  community  of  merchants,  laborers,  clergy  and  householders  who  owned

WHEREAS,  In  January  of  2008,  San  Jose  State  University  prohibited  blood  drives  from 
taking  place  on  campus,  in  order  to  bring  awareness  to  the  United  States  Food  and  prug 
Administration's  (FDA)  discriminatory  policy  which  singles  out  gay  men  for  a  ban  on  blood  . 
donations;  and, 

WHEREAS,  In  the  wake  of  San  Jose  State  University's  actions,  other  nearby 
community  colleges  followed  suit,  and  several  other  Bay  Area  universities  and  colleges  are

Resolution  declaring  April  24,  2008  As  Armenian  Genocide  Commemoration  Day  in  San 
Francisco. 

WHEREAS,  The  Armenian  people,  living  in  their  3,000  year  historic  homeland  in 
eastem  Asia  Minor  and  throughout  the  Ottoman  Empire,  were  subjected  to  severe 
persecution  and  brutal  injustice  by  the  government  of  the  Ottoman  Empire  before  and  after 
the  turn  of  the  twentieth  century,  including  widespread  massacres,  usurpation  of  land  and 
property,  and  acts  of  wanton  destruction  during  the  period  from  1894  to  1896,  and  again  in 
1909;  and 

WHEREAS,  The  hon-ible  experience  of  the  Armenians  at  the  hands  of  the  Ottoman 
Turkish  government  culminated  in  1915  in  what  is  known  by  historians  as  the  first  genocide  of 
the  twentieth  century;  and 

WHEREAS,  The  Armenian  Genocide  began  with  the  arrest,  exile,  and  murder  of 
hundreds  of  Armenian  intellectuals,  and  political,  religious,  and  business  leaders,  starting  on 
April  24, 1915;  and 

WHEREAS,  The  Ottoman  authorities  planned  and  executed  the  unspeakable  atrocities 
committed  against  the  Armenian  people  from  1915  through  1923,  which  included  the  torture, 
starvation,  and  murder  of  1 ,500,000  Armenians,  death  marches  into  the  Syrian  desert,  the 
forced  exile  of  more  than  500,000  innocent  people,  and  the  loss  of  the  traditional  Armenian 
homelands;  and 

WHEREAS,  The  United  States  National  Archives  and  Record  Administration  and  the 
official  archives  of  other  countries  hold  extensive  and  thorough  documentation  on  the 
Armenian  Genocide;  and 

WHEREAS,  The  Honorable  Henry  Morgenthau,  United  States  Ambassador  to  the 
Ottoman  Empire  from  1913  to  1916,  organized  and  led  protests  by  officials  of  many  countries, 
among  them  the  allies  of  the  Ottoman  Empire,  against  the  Armeniahl3enocide;  and 
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WHEREAS,  Ambassador  Morgenthau  explicitly  described  to  the  United  States 
Department  of  State  the  policy  of  the  government  of  the  Ottoman  Empire  as  'a  campaign  of 
race  extermination,'  and  was  instructed  on  July  16,  1915,  by  United  States  Secretary  of  State 
Robert  Lansing  that  the  'Department  approves  your  procedure.  .  .  to  stop  Armenian 
persecution';  and 

WHEREAS,  Leading  nev^s  agencies  of  the  time  documented  the  atrocities  being 
committed  against  the  Armenians;  and 

WHEREAS,  Raphael  Lemkin,  who  coined  the  term  'genocide'  in  1944,  and  who  was 
the  earliest  proponent  of  the  United  Nations  Convention  on  the  Prevention  and  Punishment  of 
Genocide,  invoked  the  Annenian  case  as  a  definitive  example  of  genocide  in  the  20"^  century; 
and 

WHEREAS,  The  International  Association  of  Genocide  Scholars  has  repeatedly 
affirmed  that  the  massacres  of  Armenians  ordered  by  the  Young  Turk  government  constitute 
genocide;  and 

WHEREAS,  The  Republic  of  Turkey  unjustifiably  and  adamantly  denies  the 
occurrence  of  this  crime  against  humanity  while  actively  continuing  to  remove  traces  of 
Armenian  existence,  including  the  destruction  of  cultural  heritage,  to  this  day;  and 

WHEREAS,  The  Republic  of  Turkey  suppresses  freedom  of  speech  on  the  matter  of 
the  Armenian  Genocide  and  prosecutes  its  citizens  under  Article  301  of  the  Turkish  Penal 
Code  for  statements  related  to  the  Armenian  Genocide,  including  Nobel  Laureate  Orhan 
Pamuk  and  Hrant  Dink,  an  Armenian  newspaper  editor,  who  was  assassinated  as  a  result  of 
these  prosecutions;  and 

WHEREAS,  The  passage  of  nine  decades  and  the  fact  that  few  survivors  remain  who 
serve  as  reminders  of  indescribable  brutality  and  torment,  compel  a  sense  of  urgency  in 
efforts  to  solidify  recognition,  reaffirmation  and  justice  of  historical  truth;  and 

WHEREAS,  By  honoring  the  survivors  and  consistently  remembering  and  condemning 
the  atrocities  committed  against  the  Armenian  people  as  well  as  the  persecution  of  the 
Assyrian  and  Greek  populations  of  the  Ottoman  Empire,  we  guard  against  repetition  of  the 
crime  of  genocide;  and

Resolution  expressing  opposition  to  Initiative  07-0094,  the  Runner  Initiative,  a 
proposed  ballot  measure  that  would  shift  state  resources  from  education,  crime  and 
violence  prevention  toward  increased  incarceration  of  youth  and  young  adults  from 
low  income  communities  of  color  with  limited  opportunities  for  education,  employment 
and  rehabilitation. 


WHEREAS,  the  Runner  Initiative,  called  the  Safe  Neighborhoods  Initiative,  is  a  ballot 
proposition  introduced  by  Antelope  Valley  State  Senator  George  Runner,  and  is  currently 
being  circulated  for  signatures  in  order  to  be  included  on  the  November,  2008  ballot;  and, 

WHEREAS,  The  Runner  Initiative  makes  several  changes  to  current  criminal  law  that

WHEREAS,  Youth  and  young  adults  from  low  income  communities  of  color  are 
disproportionately  targeted  by  police  and  gang  enforcement  measures,  subsequently  they  are

WHERAS;  Law  enforcement  agencies  already  labels  many  youth  and  young  adults 
from  low  income  communities  of  color  as  gang  members,  often  merely  for  their  association 
with  people  who  are  already  identified  as  gang  members.  Often  these  gang  labels  are  applied 
without  a  youth  or  young  adult's  direct  involvement  in  criminal  activity;  and,

such  gang  crimes  is  unfit  for  juvenile  court;  and,

WHEREAS,  California  can  claim  more  arts-related  businesses  and  more  people 
employed  in  the  creative  industries  than  any  other  state.  January  2007  "Creative  Industries 
Study"  compiled  by  the  Americans  for  the  Arts  found  that  creative  industry  businesses  provide 
the  essential  fuel  that  drives  the  information  economy,  and  California,  as  home  to  86,534 
arts-related  businesses,  institutions,  and  organizations  that  employ  426,222  people,  ranks 
first  in  the  nation  with  more  firms  within  this  economic  sector  than  any  other  state;  and 

WHEREAS,  The  state's  nonprofit  arts  organizations  currently  generate  nearly  $300 
million  in  state  and  local  taxes;  and 

WHEREAS,  According  to  the  California  Arts  Council's  April  2004  report  titled  "The 
Arts:  A  Competitive  Advantage  for  California,"  California's  nonprofit  arts  organizations  attract

Resolution  approving  the  amendment  of  the  WIHSA  Agreement  to  include  the  IWHSA 
Housing  budget  of  $9,877,600  comprised  of  the  IWHSA  Housing  allocation  of  $7,714,400 
and  One-Tlme  Augmentation  to  the  MHSA  Community  Services  and  Supports  of 
$2,163,200  and  the  assignment  of  these  funds  to  CalHFA  for  investing  in  appropriate 
investment  vehicles,  underwriting  of  capital  loans,  determination  of  operating 
subsidies,  disbursement  of  funds  to  approved  housing  developments,  and  continued 
monitoring  of  the  project  development. 


WHEREAS,  the  Mental  Health  Services  Act  Housing  Program  allocation  of  $7,714,400 
will  fund  permanent  financing  and  capitalized  operating  subsidies  for  the  development  of 
permanent  supportive  housing,  including  both  rental  housing  and  shared  housing,  to  serve 
persons  with  serious  mental  illness  who  are  homeless  or  at  risk  of  homeiessness;  and, 

WHEREAS,  the  MHSA  Housing  will  fund  the  cost  of  development  up  to  a  maximum  of 
$100,000  per  targeted  unit  for  a  loan  term  of  20  years  or  longer  If  required  by  other  funding; 
and, 

WHEREAS,  a  maximum  of  $2,571 ,500  of  the  $7,714,400  allocation  is  available  for 
MHSA  Housing  Program  Operating  subsidies;  and 

WHEREAS,  Community  Behavioral  Health  Services  propose  to  supplement  the  MHSA 
Housing  Program  allocation  with  the  One-Time  CSS  Augmentation  allocation  of  $2,163,200  to 
increase  the  amount  available  for  operating  subsidies;  and 
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WHEREAS,  the  total  budget  of  $9,877,600  will  be  included  in  the  MHSA  Agreement  as 
an  amendment  and  will  be  duly  signed  by  the  CBHS  Director,  who  is  now  authorized  to  sign 
on  behalf  of  SFDPH;  and 

WHEREAS,  participation  in  the  MHSA  Housing  Program  requires  San  Francisco 
County  enter  into  an  Assignment  Agreement  with  the  Department  of  Mental  Health  to 
authorize  the  Department  of  Mental  Health  (DMH)  to  transfer  the  total  allocations  to  CalHFA 
on  behalf  of  San  Francisco;  and, 

WHEREAS,  transfer  of  funds  to  CalHFA  by  DMH  constitutes  an  expenditure  of  funds 
for  the  purpose  of  funding  housing  development,  thereby  excluding  these  funds  from  the  3 
year  reversion  provision  in  the  MHSA;  and 

WHEREAS,  MHSA  Housing  funds  transferred  to  CalHFA  could  only  be  accessed 
through  an  approved  Housing  Development  application  submitted  jointly  by  CBHS  and  the 
housing  developer  and  approved  jointly  by  CalHFA  and  DMH;  and, 

NOW,  therefore,  be  it 

RESOLVED,  That  the  Board  of  Supervisors  approve  the  amendment  of  the  MHSA 
Agreement  to  include  the  MHSA  Housing  budget  of  $7,714,400  and  CSS  One-Time 
Augmentation  of  $2,163,200;  and,  be  it 

FURTHER  RESOLVED,  That  SFDPH  is  hereby  authorized  to  enter  into  an  Assignment 
Agreement  in  the  amount  of  up  to  $9,877,600  with  DMH;  and,  be  it 
FURTHER  RESOLVED,  That  upon  execution  of  the  Assignment  Agreement,  SFDPH
